OXFORD, as we read in eur Chronicfes* was^ 
even in the Briti(h Age, confecrated to tik^ 
Mufes. It was galled by. the Romania BeUpfituiBi 
When' die place was firft fortified doe$ naf: appear { 
but the walk, of which fome parts are dill jretpainiiigy 
ivere raifed upon former foundation^ aboMt the timd 
of tbq Conqueft, by Robert D'Qilie, wl^oere^tedthf 
Caftle at the command of the Conqji^r in 1071 ]( 
a wor]c of gteat ftrength, and confid^rable extent, of 
which the Tower is the only part^at prefent remain-7 
ing : the old building being much decayed, on its fcite^ 
and at the expenfe of tbfs County, a large s^d com'« 
noodioiis Gaol has lately been ere^ed/ wluch, for 
f^rength and conyenienc^ will hardly be furpafled by 
any in th^ Kingdom. King Henry I. built a Ro^ajl

Richard L called Coeur de Lioii) was born in this 
Palace. 

The Univerfity of Oxford has manv fabulous ac- 
counts relating to the time of its origin. It moil 
probably was inftituted foon after the propagation of 
Chriftianity in this kingdom. Alfred is mppofed by 
fome to bavo be^n ks founder ^ but Alfred r^ef ap- 
pears' to have reftdred ft, in ah age of confufion and 
ignorance, and to have been the father of that efta- 
blifhment and fecurity, which, notwithftanding fome 
temporary fhocks and interruptions, it has maintained 
ever fmce. Alfred ere£led certain Schools or Halls, 
and affigned penfions to the ftudents. The firft Col- 
lege of die univejrfity, incorporated by roy^ charter, 
was that of Walter de Merton, A. D. 1274; about 
which time, 15,000 fcholars are reported to have 
been refident here : but in the reign of Henry III. 
the Univerfity is faid to have conimtd of double that 
number. 

In the City and its environs were feveral Monaf- 
teriffs^ ^ prindp&i of tt4nch "Were St. FriddWide's^ 
tmi Ofeney Abbey. Tte Kflkopric, ^hich Wa^ here*- 
tofere part of Lincoln Diocefe, w^ erefted by King 
Hs^firy Vlif. in 1542. 

The fituation is on an eminence, rifing grftd^aBy 
from its extreAitfes to the centre. It is encompaffed 
ky meadow^ and -corn ftdds . Tbe* meadbwsy which 
are chidly to the fouth and weft, are about a mik in 
extent ; bevond which' are failfe of a moderate height^ 
boundih^t»e pFo(pe£t. 

The caftcrn profjk£l has KJeewife feme hill^ at a 
iittle difl^ance 5 fte Vattey^ growing conTideraUy nar- 
hiwer toni^uids the ' (6uA : but tlK north is open to 
corn fields and enclbfures for a confideraUe extent, 
without any hill to intercept the air. It is wafhcd by 
ft number of fcteams : on die eaft, by the difierent 

branches 
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branches cif the Chcrwell ; on the fouth and weft, by 
thofe<tf the Thames: ali which meet and' join alhtie 
fallow the City^ forming one beautigil river. The 
foil 19 di^, being on a Sne graiml,iw^ich. renders ifi

Before the Colleges were erefied^- the Students 
were inftruded in the houfes of Citizens, or in inns 
or halls, ^pported by benefiiAioiis from rich pesfons^ 
or tl!ittii;.own;pajtKiinonv<. ^ .^'; ;.;;:.

3P1iie High-Stpcet is pedidps without a rival, beihg of

terminated at the eaft ead^-widi a view of Magdalen 
C6llege Tower, .and a beautiful bridge. Every turn 
of tbis.ftreet prefetits a new obje6):, and a dilferdnt 
view, each of which would make an ^reeable pidare 
in perfpeflivc; whereas, had it been ilrai^ht, every 
obje£l would have been feen at one and the &me in* 
Oant, but more forefliortened than at prefent. 

The fteond ftreet is that which runs from foirth ta 
nbrAVcniffiiig the* iftrcet alrieady defcribed. .The 
ibuth fide i is called Fi{h-Street, and the oth^ the 
Com<-MarIceti from wbencb we pak into Magdalen 
Pari(b» and St. Giles's, which form a very fpacipus 
ftreet, and in (bme refpedb is preferable to either of 
the fcomer, it having the pleaiure and advantage of 
the country, though conne^led.wJth the town. One 
^nd of this ftreet is terrtiinated.by St. Giles's Cjiurch, 
and adorned with the front of St; John's College. 

On the eaft fide of Fiih-Street (commonly calleidl 
St. Old's, by corriiption from St. Aldate's) flands 
Chrift-Church College, the magnificent front whereof 
is extended to 382 feet in lengdi. Oh the &me fide 
-is the Town Hall, where the Town and County 
SeiSons, and the.Affizes, are held; which was re^^ 
built at the expenfe of Thomas Rown£y, £fq. 
late reprefentative in Parliament, and High Steward 
of the City. , 

The pnncipal Bridges are, i. Magdalen Bridge, 
ever the Cberwell, being 526 feet in length, by \dirch 
we enter the town from London. 2. High-bridge^ 
in the weftern fuburb, over the Ifis; confifting of 
three Arches. 3. FAlly-brid|e, as it is commoxdy 
called, in the fouthern fuburb, ori the iame river, 
where formerly ftbod an 'arched entrance, over wfcich 
was the celebrated Friar Bacbn's Study 5 it confifts 
Of three* arches, and is, like th6 reft, entirely baik 

with 
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with ftone. This is the entrance from Abiiigdon 
and various parts of Berkfhire. 

We muft not here omit the many elegant and ufc* 
ful improvements that hav^ Uken place, in purfuance 
of an A<ft of Pariiam^t obtained in the iith year of 
his urefent Rla^efty.-r-The narrow.and incommodious 
pa^fll^e at Eaft Gate has been opened} which rendc js 
'this . part equal to the tn»gni&ce^ce of the High- 
Streeti and in the year 1779 a new intone Bridge, at 
this entrance of the Town, was ercftedi at the ex- 
penfe of upwards of Eight Thoufand Pounds, . 

In purfuance»alfo of the fame Aft of Parliament, 
pn the north fide of the High-Street, between 
St. Martin's and All-Saints* churches, was eredted 
the New General Market, 347 feet Icmg, and 1 12 
wide, equal to any ihin^^f the kind in the kingdom.

St. Marjr's ftands on the north fide of the Highi- 
Street^ and is the Church uTed by the Univerfity.ofi 
Sundays and Hoiydays. It is well proportioned and 
handfomely built in the Gothic ftyle. The Porch is in 
a more modern tafte. The Church conijfts of three 
afles, and a large chancel, which is' paved with black 
and white marble. The Vice-chancellor fits at the 
weft end of die middle aile, on a throne elevated fome

The Church of All-Saihts, fituated in Ae High- 
Street, 4S an elegant mddern ftrufbure, much in the 
ftyle^c^ many*of the new churches in Loi^don. It 1$ 
beautified, both within and>;rithoUt,^vHth Corinthiaii 
pilafters, and finifhed with an attic ftory and b^uf^ 
trade. .jTheretis no pillar in the church, thOi^h it is 
72 feet long, 4a wide, and 'SP high*. The;4:qiling, 
altar, pulpit, Sec* are finely ex^ated. Thb fteiCpie 
is remarkable in the modern manner. Its architeA 
was Dr.. Aldf ich, formerly Dean of Chtift Church. 
The Chtirch of St. Pet6r in the Eaft, -ftaftding neat* 
the Higb-Strpet, Was pirf%,built by St. Gry)»bald,

of Books of any Library in Europe (except that of 
tiie Vatican), a Catalogue whereof h printed in twNri 
folio volumes. 

The ground, on which the Divinity School is 
built, ivas pitrchafed in the jKar 1427 ; the Building 
begun at the expenfe of the Univerfity, and, after 
fome intermiffion, carried on dnd completed by 
Humphrey Duke of GIpucetter. It is efteemed a 
moft excellent. piece of Gothic archjte£hire, being 
well proportioned, and.finiihed inhiffh tafte, efpecially 
its roof. Over the Divinity School the Duke ered-* 
ed the Library, which he fumifhed with many choice 
volumes procured from Italy in the years 1440 and 
1443, befides confiderable additions bequeathed at, 
his dea^ three years after. 

In the year 1597 Sir Thomas Bodley repsured tbd 
-old Library of Humphfey Duke of Gloucefter, and 
in 1599 fitted it for the reception of Books. An ad- 
ditional eaftern gallety was begun by him in the year 
2610, and another gallery on thew^ft, projeAed by 
him, was e]:e<£ted afterwards* He furni&ed the Librarv 
with a numerous coUefiionof books, procured, wita 
much care and expsnfe, from all parts of the world* 

Sir Thomas Bodley died Jan. 28. 1612, leaving 
an eflate for the maintenance of a Librarian, &c, as 
well as for the necefiary repairs of the Library: he 
added alfo a body of Statutes for the regulation of his 
new inftitution, which were afterwards confirmed in 
Convocation. ' / 

> Many large atid valuable cdle<£lians of Greek and 
Oriental Mamifcripts, as well as choice and ufefiil 
Books, have been added to this Library by later Bc<« 
nefkiSJors ; particularly the Earl of Pembroke, Arch- , 
biihop Laud (to whom alone it is indebted for its in« 
«ftimaUe Oriental Mannicripts"), Sir Thomas Roe, 
Sir Kenelm Digby, General Fair&x, Dr. Marfhall, 

Dr. 
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Dr. BarioW) Dr. Rawlinlbn, Mr; Saint Amand, 
and Mr. Godwyn : confiderable purcfaafes are like- 
wife aiuiually made at the expenfe of the Univerfity*. 

The Liluary and Pi£lure GaHeiy may be feen 
in the Summer frcmi eight to two o'clock; and in the 
afternoon from three to five. In the Winter only 
till three in the afternoon. 

The ARUKDfiL Marbles are now placed to ad- 
vantage in a large apartment on the north fide of the 
Schools. 

In the L(^ic and Moral Philofbphy School is die 
Collection of Marbles, Statues, Buftos, &c. which 
were many vears at Eafton, the feat of the Earl of 
Ponifret, ana were prefonted fo the Univcrfity by the 
late Counted of Pomfretr

This is 
anTwered on the oppofite Side, next the Schools, by 
a Frontispiece fupported by Three^Quarter Columns 
ef the fame Dimenfions ; and the Done Entablature . 
encotnpafles the whole Building. On the Top, are 
Statues of the I^ine Mufes; ^nd over the Entrance' 
on the South Side k Statue of the Earl of Clarendon. 
As we. enter on -this Side, on the 'Right-hand, art 
Ike Apartments where Bibles and Common Prayer 
B66ks are printed, under the Privilege and Appoint^ 
ment of the Univtrfity.

The Ruftic Bafement, iiriiich is i66 Feet in Dia* 
meter from Oiitfide to Qutfide, is a Oouble O^^n 
<»:. 16 .Square ; all of which Sqimres sire ittiftiimiilned 
by tbqr. prbje^on, andnby.a Pediment or Frontifr 
piece .yhich fortns each into, a Gateway, 

The SuperftruAure, raifed up«n this Bafemenf, it 
perfe6tiv Cylindrical, and adorned with Three-Quar« 
ter Columns of the Corinthian Order; which are 
ranged, not at equal Diftances, but in Couplets. Be- 
tween thefe there is nn Akernacy of Windows and 
Niches all round ; over, th^ latter, next to the Archi* 
trave, are beautiful Feftoons of Fruits and Flowers. 
The^ Entablature is much enriched with Carvings 
and over it is a Baluftrade furrounding the whole, 
finiibed with Vafes on the Piers perpendicular to the 
Columns ; above which is a Cupola 60 Feet high« 
Seven of the Gateways abovementioned are En- 
trances into the Portico or Arcade ; in the Centre of 
which within the Piers is amde fpreading Domes

Eaftward of die Garden^ without Ae Walls^ is an 
excellent Hot-houfej where tender Plants are raifed 
ahd broij^ht to great Perfeffcion j viz. the Anaha or 
Pin6r Apple) the Plantain^ Ae Coffee Shrub^ the 
Caper Tree, the Cinnamon, the Creeping Cer^us, 
and mkfty others.

This ufeful Foundatioil has been much iiixprbved 
by the late Dr* Sherard, who provided a Salary for 
the- Profcflbr, and brought from Smyrna a valuable 
cOlleiSioA of Plants ; and by the prefent learned Pro-* 
feflbr, who alfo refkledibme Years in the Eaft, and 
has enriched the CdlkSion with many new Articles. 
The Affiftant to the Profeffor is provided* by the

THE- College of 4t. MHiy Magdakn is Htua^ 
near the River Cherwell, at the caftend of the 
City* The firft thing worthy attention Js the wdR; 
Entrance into the Chapel 5 over which are five fmatt 
Figures, of elegant fculpture* That on the rights 
in a kneeling pofture, reprefents the Founder ', the 

B next^ 
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next, William of Wykeham, the Foimder of the twi» 
St. Mary Winton Colleges ; that in the middle> St. 
Mary Magdalen, to whom the College is dedicated ; 
the next, in a kneeling pofture, King Henry III. 

. who founded the Hofpital which was convertea into 
this College ^ and that on the left, St. John the fiap- 
tift, to whom the faid Hofpital was dedicated. 
. The Building on the left hand is the Prefident's 
Lrodgixigs. Near the Entrance, on the right hand, 
is the Chapel, which is a well-proportioned Edifice 
in. form of a Roman T inverted. A new roof has 
been placed on this Chapel, after an elegant Defign 
(in 1 703) i and the whole,^ when completed by the 
Alterations which are intended to take place, will Be 
one of the moft finiihed Chapels in the place. In the 
Ante-chapei, on the left of the Organ-loft, is a Mo- 
AOfltient eredied to the memory of two brothers 6f the 
name of Lyttleton, who were drowned in the River 

, Cherwell, one by endeavouring to favc the other. 
The Ante-chat)el has been lately adorped with aa 
elegant new Pulpit^ Leilnrex's Seat, and new Paving* 
The Weft Window, pailhted in claro obfcuro^ 
was done after a defign of Schwartz, as appears by 
a print engraved by SadeTar from the original* It 
reprefents the Refurredtion j and, hy the print,. Was 
certainly a grand defign ; but the beauty of the Paint- 
ing was much impaired. It is at prefent taken dqw% 
and in the hands of an ingenious artift, who hasunder«r 
taken toiiipply the defc&Sy which had beenoccafioned 

• by a Hail Storm, and to reftore the whole nearly to its 

original excellence. Till the time of the Civil Wars, 

all the Windows were painted in ^e iame manner. 

Thofe now in the Cha^l were removed thither from 

the Ante-chapel in 1741; but novbeing a fufficicnt 

number to glaze the whole, two new ones^ have fincc 

been added. 

The 
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* Tlie Altar-piece was painted by Kaac FuHer, aii 
Englifh Hiftory-painter, about 140 Years igo; who 
having ftudied and admired the mufcutar manner of 
Michael Angelo, feems to have ncglefted the grace- 
ful elegance ^of Raphael : for although many of the 
Figures mayjuftlybe deemed excellent Anatomical 
Drawings ^ yet, for want of that eafy and natural dif-* 
pofitton peculiar to the laft-mentioned great Maf{%r» 
and better colouring, the whole appears crude, and 
perhaps bad not the' laft finiihing. Underneath this 
Piece of the Refurredion is an admirable Pi£hu*e of 
our Saviour bearing his Crois, fuppoied to be painted 
by Guido. k was at Vigo, and brought into^Eng- 
land by the late Duke of Ormond : biit afterwards 
falling into the hands of William Freeman, Efq. of 
, Hamels in Hertfordshire, he gave it to the College* 
To .this Gentleman, the College is likewiie chiefly 
obliged for an excellent Organ, two jadditional Bells 
to thie Peal of Eight, and other confiderable bene* 
factions. ' 

The Altar was built, in-^e prefent mahner, about 
the year I730- The Defign is elegslnt,:and thef 
WorkmanChip well performed : befides the comitionT 
embellifhments of the Corinthian Order, there are 
Feftoons over every Pannel, extremely well carved, 
which greatly enrich it. , ^ 

Each Window contains fix Figures nearly as large 
as the life, reprefenting the Apoftles, primitive J«- 
thers, Saints, and Martyrs. Cathedral. Service is 
performed here every day at ten and five, except Sun- 
days and Holidays, when the morning Prayers begin 
at Eight, on account of the Univerfity Sermon^ 

From hence, on the right, we pafs into the Cloyf- 
tcr, whiqh remains in its primitive ftate ; the whole 
making the moft venerable Appearance of any Col- 
lege in Oxford, having undergone the fewcft altera-

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tions of any fmce it was founded. On the fi»titk 
fide are 4he Hail and Chapel ; on the weft the Li- 
biary 9 and on the north and eaft, the Lodgings of 
the Fellowa, Demies^ &c. At the fouth-eaft corner 
of the Cloyfter, is the.wavup to the Hall, which iis 
a vefy fpacious Roooi, nandfomely fitted up, and 
adorned with four'wbolerletigth Portraits, viz. of 
the Founder, Dr. Butler formerly Prefident, Wil- 
lisun FreemaA) £fq. and.

We hope, by this Time, the Reader is con- 
vinced, that fo exa£l ^ fyftcm of Morals could! 
not eafily have been produced froin the licentious 
Inventions of the Mafin, 

From the Cloyfter we go through a narrow Paf- 
fage in the north fide, into the Court where the 
New Building ftands. This Edifice is 300 Feet 
in Length, and toniifts of three dories beildes the 
Garrets. This Front is fupported by an Arcade, 
which forms a beautiful Cloyfter. The whole is 
deemed an elegit ftrudure. It has confiderably the 
advantage of feme other modern Buildings} for in 
thofe the upper ftory is commonly an Attic, and 
confequently the Rooms lower than thofe of the 
middle; the Rooms of the upper ftory here are ex-^ 
a(^y of the (ame Dimension with^ thofe belo^/^ ; and 
command a better Proipe£l. Three other fides were 
intehded to be added; but probabiv, fince the ^Szdt 
of that beautiful opening to the Meadow has been 
feen *, the Society may think proper, in fome refpedl, 
to alter dieir defign. 

One unparalleled beauty belonging to this College 
is the Grove, which feems perfe£lly adapted to in- 
dulge contemplation ; beins a pleaUnt kind of folir* 
tude, laid out in walks and well pla(hted with trees. 
It has in it about forty head of Deer* 

Befides the walks which are in the Grove, there if 
a very delightful and miich frequented one Toimd a 
meadow furrounded by branches of the Cherwell^ 
called the Water- walks, which yields a great variety, 
fome parts of it running in ftraight lines with the 
trees regularly cut; others winding, and the trees

This CoUege was founded by William Patten, 
called William of Waikflf.et, from a Village of 
that name in Lincolnfhire) where he was born. He 
was educated at Winchefter School^ and was after- 
wards Fellow of New College. Having taken the 
Degree of Bachelor in Divinity, ^he was elected 
Mafter of Winchefter School, where he continued 
twelve years, and then was preferred to be Provoft of 
Eton CoUegei by. King Henry VI. who advanced 
him to the Bimopric .of Winchefter in. the year 
.J447, ^nd in 1449 he was eonftitated Lord High 
Chancellor of England^ In the year 1456 he ob* 
tained leave of King Henry VI. to convert St. John** 
^Hofpital into a College. He appointed a Psesfident, 
ferty Fellows, thirty Demies, a Divinity LeAiirer, 
Schoolmafter and U&er, four Chaplains, aa 'Or^ 
ganift, eight Clerks,"^md itxteen Chorifters. The 
whole number of Students, including Gex^men 
Commoiiers, is about izo. 

The Tower, which is fo confpicuous firom every 
part of the neighbourhood, and degant ifi its ftruc- 
Cure, was limilt fome time after the foundation crf'the 
College, and . baa been fi^ppofed to have been ere£kd 
either by, or undex the in^eflion of Cardinal Wolfey, 
who was memher of this Society : but this prefump* 
tion refts only on the opinion fo ^nerally entertained 
of this celebra^d perfon. No other notice is taken 
of it in the records of the Society, than that the 
Tower was begun in fuch a yc^) and completed 
about iix years ^er. The mon advantageous view 
cf it, is from the Phyfic Garden. The Tower con* 
tains a very mufical peal of ten Bells* .

O" N the north fide of the High-ftreet, oppofite 
Univerfity College, is Queen's College. 

The whole Area, on which this fine College is 
built, is an oblong fijuare, of yyo feet in length, and 
220 in breadth, which being divided hj the Hall and 
Chapel, forms two fpacious Courts. 

The fouth end, which is the grand Front, abuts 
tfpon the High-ftrcet, in the middle whereof is a 
magnificent gate, and over it the ftatue of QueeiY 
Caroline^ under a cupola fupported by pillars ; the 
reft of the front being adorned with niches ; but no 
chambers on this fide, except at each end. 

The firft, or (buth Court> is a handfome qnadran* 
gle^ 140 feet long, and 130 broad, having a lofty 
Clbyfter, fi^orted by fquare pillars, on the weff^* 
fouth, and eaft. Over the weft Gloyfter are two 
ftories, confifting of the chambers of tfaie Fellows and' 
Students,^ an elegant Gallery, and Comnfioh Room ;. 
and in that Cloyfter is the apartment of the Provoft. 
Qvcr the caft Clever are alfo chambers for the Fel- 
tows and Students, and fomeof thofe of the late Be- 
nefadion of Mr. Michelt. The fecond, or ^ north 
Court, has t)ie Library over it efn the weft, and 
chambers for the Fellows -and* Stu^nts on the north,, 
eaft, and fouth. It has lately received confiderable 
improvements, and is sow a veiy hahdfome qua- 
dnmgle. 

The Chapel Is 100 feet loftg,- and 30 broad. In 
the arched roof is a piece of painting by Sir James 
ThornhilL The vnndows a?re admirably painted^ 
the fubjeft of that over the Akaf, by Mr. Pnce fa 
1717, is the Nativity of our Saviour : under which 
has lately been placed a painting on the iame &bjed,

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a c<^ from La NotU^ Thg Nighty of Corrcggio, . in 
. the Drefdcn Gaflery, efteemcd one of the nrft pic- 
tures in the world. It was prefented to the Society 
hyULr* Robfon of Bond-ftreet. The fide windows 
were removed thither from the old Chapel : two on 
the north fide are the laft Judgment, and two other on 
tlie fottth the Afcenfion. The reft are all of old glafs^ 
remarkable for the livelinefs of the colours. 

There is a paiTage betweeii the Chapel %nd the 
Hall from jthe fouth to the north Court, the walls of 
which carry a handfobe cupola with eight Ionic co- 
lumns, and all the proper ornaments of that order. 
The outfide'of the whole is a Doric building, and the 
iiiTide of the Hall beautified with the fame order : 
but the inilde of the Chapel is entirely Corinthian^ 
the ceiling of which is not inferior to tne reft. 

The Hall is fixty feet long, and thirty broad, with 
an arched roof of a fuitable height. It is furnifhed with 
Portraits of the Founder and principal Benefactors ^ 
to which has lately be«n added a Figure of her pre- 
fent Majefty Queen Charlotte. It is extremely well 
illuminated, and has a chimney-piece of beautiful 
marble y s^nd there is an opening from the Gallery 
over the' weft Cloyftcr, which feems defigned for 
muiic i and hither fti^neers are frequently Droughty 
who defireto, fee the Society at dinner. 

The Libjcary on the weft fide of the north Court, 
about 123 %t in length, is a noble building of the. 
Corinthian Order, with a fpaciou^ Cloyfter to the 
caft, and the ftatue of the Founder, and principal 
Benef;|£lor2| to the .College, in niches to the weft, 
and is adorned with ftucco^work by the late Mr. 
Roberts, it has a fplendid Orrery^ suid is furniflied 
with a valuable coUe&ion of books aiid manuicripts 
in fiQoft languages and fcience«» It is alfo orna*. 

mented 
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ttientcd wiA a caft in Plafter of Paris of the Flo- 
rentine Boar. . 

Robert Egglesfield, a native of Cumberland, 
Confcffor to Queen Philippa, and Bachelor of Divi- 
nity in this' Univ^rfity, having purchafed fevcral te- 
nements in the Parifh 6f St. Peter's in the Eaft, 
ercSed there a Collegiate Hall, probably by the en- 
couragement of Queen Philippa, <:ohfort of King 
Edward III. giving- it the name of Aula Scholarium 
Regina de Oxon ; and on the i8th of January 1340, 
obtained the Royal Charter for incorporatmg the 

-^ ' Society of this Hall or College ; by virtue whereof 

he conftituted a Provoft and twelve Fellows, order- 
ing, that the Provoft fhould be chofen out of the 
Fellows, and be in Holy" Orders; and tiiat for the 
future the Fellows (hould be ele£^ed out of the coun- 
ties of Cumberland and Weftmorland. 

The principal Benefa£tor8, befides die Founder, 
were I^ing Edward UI. and his Queen Philippa j 
^ King Chaines 1. who gave this College three Rec- 

tories and three Vicarages in Hampfhire ; Sir Jofeph 
Williamfon, Knight, fometime Fellow, who rebuilt 
part of the College, and left 6000L towards die 
finifhing of it, befides a valuable Library of books ; 
Dr. Barlow, BiChop of Lincoln, Dr. W illiam Lan- 
cafter, and Dr. Timothy Halton, Provofts. Some 
valuable Exhibitions have been fince founded by 
Lady Margaret Hungerford, Sir Francis Bridg- 
nian,'Mr. Tylney, Lady Elizabeth Haftings, and 

-^ ^ Dr. Holmes. Eight Fellowfliips, four'Scholarfhips, 

andfcur Exhibitions have been eftablifhed by the late 
Mr. Michell, of Richmond ; and this Inftitution is 
called the New FoundaWon in \ Queen's College. 
Several very liberal donations were received by the 
Society about fifteen years ago, for the purpofe of re- 
building the weft wing of the front quadrangle, which 
bad been deftroyed by fire; and ia particular the ibm

The Members in this College are, a. ProwoA^ fix- 
teen Fellows^ two Chaplains, eight Tabfirdars (fo 
called from Tahrdam^ a fhort gown which, they for- 
merly wore), fixtoen Scholars, two Cknks, and forty 
Exhibitioners; together with Mr* Micfadl's Efta- 
blifhmeat, and a gceat number of Mafters, Bachelor?) 
Gentlemen Commoner^, Commoners and other Stu- 
dents ; in» all about 220. 

Tbey have here fome extraordinary cuftoms* 
They are called to dinner by the found or a trumpet. 
On Chriflmas-day a Boar's Head is uihered very fo- 
kmnly into tiie common Idall or tlefe£tory, with a 
cekhnited Monkifh So«g. And on New^Year's- 
da)c, the Bmfar of the College gives, to each Member 
a needle and thread, addreffing him in thefe terms, 
Taie this^ and be thrifty. This praSice of diftribut- 
in^ the needle and thread, AiguiUe ^ Fsly had, per- 
haps, in its origin, fome allufion to the name of the 
Founder, Eglesfield.

UNJVERSITY COtLEGE. 

OPPOSITE Queen's, on the fouth fide of the 
High-ftreet, ftands Univerfity College. The 
magnificent front extends 260 feet. In it, at proper 
diftances, are two Portals, with a Tower over each* 
That on the weft leads into the old £!ourt,, which is 
a handfome Gothic Quadrangle, of 100 feet fquare. 
Over the Gate, at our entrance, on the outfide, is 
a. Stalue of Queen Anne^ and within another of 
James IL Over the eaftern entrance, on the outfide, 
is a Statue of Queen Mary^ Daughter to James II« 
Oa the fouth of me wcftera Quadrangle are tfi^ Cha- 

pel 
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pd jiiid H3U. The Statue of S«« GutM^rft id over 
the door of the Chapel. The Altar Window waf 
gmi> by Dr* Radcliffe) a» appears by i^ iflferip- 
tioii) A. D. 16S7: the other windows are of fine old 
painted Gkfe, well worthy attention. The roof of 
the Chapet b a well*wr<Hight frame df Norway oak* 
The Hall, at the entrance of which is a Statue o£ 
King Alfred, has been fitted up in 2 very beautifu! 
Gothic ftyle, at the expenfe of many generous Gon* 
tributors^ and is a moft complete room of the kind. 

From this Court, through a narrow paflage on 
the eaft, we are led into- another area of three fides, 
80 feet either way. It is opened to a Garden on 
the fouth. The eaft, and part of the north fide, is 
taken up by the lodgings of the Mafter, which are 
commodious and extc^nfive. In a niche over the 
Gat» on the nod^, is a Statue. of Dr. Radclifle. 

King Alfred in the year 872 ere6ied certain FTalls 
in Oxford, near, or on the ipot, where this College 
ftands ; and gave the Students in them fmall Penfions' 
ifTuing, from the Exchequer. But it is cjertain that 
thefe Halls were foon alienated to the Citizens, and 
that their Penfions were fupprefled about the reign of 
the Conqueror. But the Founder of this College 
appears to be William Archdeacon of Durham, who 
purchafing A. D. 1219, one of the Halls which had 
been originally eredled by King Alfred, and very 
probably ftyled Univerfity Hall, of the Citizens,, en- 
dowed it with lands. A Society being thus eftablifh- 
cd, many other Bencfaftors improved the revenues 
and buildings. Qf thefe die moft confiderable are 
Walter Skirlaw, Bifhop of Durham, who founded 
three Fellowfliips: Henrv Piercy, Earl of Northum-^ 
berland, Lord of the Honour of Cockermouth, in 
1442, added three Felldwihips, to be eleded firom 
the counties of PuVham> Carlifle and York : Sir 
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Simon Bennet eftabliflied four F^owlhips and four 
Scholarfhips. ' ^ . . 

As to the buildings, the prefent fpacious and uni* - 
form ftrudlure was begun to be ere£led, A. D. 1634^ 
bv the Benefa(9:ion of Charles Greenwood, fonfterly | 

Fellow, and Was foon carried on by Sir Simon 
Bennet. Nor were fucceeding Patrons wanting to 
continue fo noble a work; till it was finally com* ^ 

pleted by Dr. John Saddiffe, who erected the whole 
eaftern Quadrangle at his own expenfe. He fettled 1 

on the College 600I. per Annum, for two travelling 
Fellowihips, Students in Phyfic, to improve .them- "^ 

felves in the Medical Art. 

The prefent Society confifls of a Matter, twelve 
Fellows, feventeen Scholars, with many other Stu- 
dents, arxiounting in the. whde to about 70.

ALL.'SOULS COLLEGE. 

THIS College is fituated weft of Queen's, and 
confifts chiefly of two Courts, i. The old 
Court is about 124 feet in length, and 72*in breadth, 
having the High-ftreet on the fouth, and the Chapel 
at the north end of it. In this old Quadrangle is a\ 
Dial, contrived by that ingenious Architeft Sir. Chrif- 
topber Wren, when Fellow of the College, which, 
by the help of two half rays, and one whole one 
for every hour, Ihews to a minute what is the time, y^ 

the minutes being marked on the fides of the rays, 
fifteen on eacTi fi(fe, &nd divided in five by a diflFerent . ^ 
charader. / -. .^ 

2. Their grand CoUrt» fituated behind |ke former, 
is a fpacious and beautiful Quadrangle, having the 
Library on the north, tfee Hall and Ctj^pel on the 

fcuth^ 
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fouth, the Cloyfter ' on the weft, and the CixninM 
Room, with 6tner hahdfome apartments, on the eafty 
adorned with two beautiful Gothic Towers. This* 
court is in length from north to/outh about 172 
ket^ and in breadth 155. The Chapel of this college 
is about 70 feet long, and 30 broad -, the Ante-chapel 
of the fame dimenTions : The Altar-piece is of a 
beautiful clouded marble, and over it a fine Aflump- 
tipn-piece of the Founder, painted by Sir James 
Thornbill. Here are alfq two elegant vafcs, one on 
each fide of the Altar, by the fame': hand ; the bas- 
xelief of which reprcfents the inftitution of the two 
Sacraments. The compartment over the conmiu- 
nion-table is filled with a pidlure painted at Rome in 
the year 1771, by the celebrated Mr. Mengs. The 
iubje£l of mis piece is our Saviour's firft appearance 
to Mary Magdalen after his refurre^HoA j which is 
called, by the. Painters, z Noli me tangeu^ in allufion 
to the fim words of Chrift's fpeech to her, " louch 
me not" The colouring is exquifite 5 efpeci;illy in 
the body of our Saviour. There is fomething very 
amiable, mixed with dignity, in the countenance 
and charafter of this figure ; while the mild compo- 
fure of it is finely contrafted by that ecftafy of joy 
and aftonifhment which appears on the face of Mary.' 

The roof of the chapel is^divided into compart* 
ments, carved and gilded. The fcreen, which 
divides the chapel from the ante-chapel, was the de-^' 
fign of Sir Chriftopher. Wren. 

The new Library is a magnificent Gallery, 200 
feet long, and 30 broad, and about 40 feet high, 
finifhed at a great cxpenfe. The outfide is Gothic, 
in conformity with the reft of the quadrangle. The 
infide confifts of two grand ranges of book-cafes, 
one above the otl^er, Supported by pilafters of the 
i)oric and Ionic orders. Over Ihe book-cafes are

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The Hatr is an elegant room, in which are the 
Portraits of Archbifbop Chichele, Founder j Colonel 
Codrington, and Sir Nathaniel Lloyd. At the upper 
end of the room, under the Founder's Pidure, is" a 
Piece of Sir James ThornhHl's, reprefenting the 
Finding of the Law, and Jofiah renting his clothes, 
from 2 Kings.xxii.ii. Over the chimney-piece,which 
is a very neat one of dove-coloured marble, is a Buft of 
the Founder i on one^fide of him Lynaker, and on the 
other John Leland^ the famous Antiquary and Au- 
^or of the Itinerary, both members of this Society. 
In (he Hall is al(b a Statue of that ornament to this 
Society and the Uhiverfity, the late Mr. Juftiee 
Blackidone, executed by Bacon. This room is orna-

{Mes from antique originals. 

The College Buttery, which was biiilt with the 
Hall, is dividdi by a paiTage ; it is of an oval form^ 
with an arched ftone roof of very curious work. 

The Warden's lodgings, which front the Higb- 
ilreet, and are contigpous to the reft of the cpUege^ 
form a^handfome houfe. 

. The Founder of this college, Dr. Henry Chichele, 
was born at Higham Ferrers in Northamptonfliire ; 
and having had his fchool learning in that Town, was^ 
in the year 1387, made by William of Wykeham, one 
of his firfl»-fet of Fellows at New College in Oxford^ 
where he took the degree of Do&ot of Civil Law^ 
He was Archdeacon of Sarum, and afterwards, Chan-* 
cellor of the fame Church ; and becoming known t0 
Henry IV. was fen t on fevcral embaffies by that Mo* 
narch,,and advanced ilrft to die Bifhopric of St. Da* 
vid's, in which having, continued five years, he was 
tomflated on July 29, 14149 to the See of Canter- 
ht^Tff of which be remained - Archbiihop twenty-nine 

. year». 
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yc^r». He laid the foundatidn of Afl-Sools College 
in 1437; the Charter of Incorporation is dated May 
20, 16 Henry VI. in which it is called Collegium 
jfnimarum omnium Fidelium drfunSforum de Oxon. 
that is. The College of the Souls of all Faithful PeopU 
deceafed of Ok^oxA. 

£y the ftatutes he gave this college, he appointed 
forty' Fellows, whereof twenty-four were directed to 
iluay Divinity s^nd Philofophy, and the other.fixtecn 
the Civil and Canon Law. He procured from KiQg 
Henry VI. a grant of the lands and reve^iues of fe- 
vei^ difTolved priories to endow his college, and in 
his life-time erie£l:ed the chapel and all the reft of the 
original buildings, which coft him 4545I. and at hjs 
dbath gave to the Society the fums of 1341. 6s. 8d* 
and 100 marks, " 

The moft confiderable Benefactors hav6 been, Co- 
lonel Chriftopher Codrington^ Governor of the Lee^. 
ward Iflands, and Fellow of All-Souls, already men- 
^ tioned s George Clarke, LL« D ; the late Duke of 
Wharton; Doddington. Greville, Efiq. Lietitenant 
General Stewart, and Sir Natlianiel Lloyd, who, at 
the, time that he Was Fellow of this college, was 
Head of a college in Ca ijhridge. The Colonel be- 
queathed 6000L for building the noble Library al- 
ready defcribed, his own v^luDblc Itudy of books, and 
4000I. more to purchafe new ones ; and Dr» Claijce 
gave his beautiful houfe for the ufe of the Warden* 
uicccffively of the college. He alfo nmch augment* 
^ cd the Chaplainihfps. 

In this college are a Warden^ forty FellowSf tw6 
Chaplains, and fix Clerks and Cliorifters. 

A very peculiar cuftom isr the celebrating the Mal- 
lard Night, every year on the 14th of January, ia 
remembrance of an exceiSve large Mallard or DrakQn 
1»p{K)fed to have lon^ ranged in a drain •r fewcr^

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where it was found at the digging for the foundation 
^ the college. A v^ry authentic account of this

the caufe of much mirth ; for on the day, and in-re- 
siembrance of the Mallard, is always fung. a mei:ry 
eU (ong iet to ancient mufic.

TpORMS the weft fide of the Raddiffit Square. 
X} it was founded in the year 1509^ by die joint 
Bene^adion of William Smith, Bifhop of Lincoln,; 
and Sir Richard Sutton, Knight^ of Prefbttry in 
Cbeihire. Over the gate are die Arms <^ the latter^ 

The moft probable account of the uncommon 
ttame of this College ieems to be as follows* The 
Fofunders purchafed from Uiiiveriity College, fen* the 
£cite of their intended building,; twp ancient feats of 
ksmiing, Brazen-nofe and Little Univerfity Halls ; 
lihe former of which, as well as one of the fame name 
at Stamford, received its title from the circumftaiice 
of having a nofe of braft affixed to the gate. It was 
with a view to this, that the Founders ordered their 
aew Seminary to be called the King's Hall and CoU 
lege of BrazeuMnoie : and a* fimikr Appendageis ftiU 
confpicuous over the portal. 

Ov^ the door of the Rcfefltoty are two very an- 
cient Bufts : the one of Alfred the Great, the ftrflr 
Founder (deemed one of the beft reprefentations of 
liiat great monarch) ; the other of John Eregizia, a 
Scotfnnan, the firft Ledurcr in Univerfity HalL — 
Tbe^ bftvf beea imo^ than, once cngravedi >nd 
-'•'•* » ^ \ ^^ arc 
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ai^e iaid to have been found in digging for die fouii^ 
dation of the college. 

The Rtfedory is handfome and fpacioiis, and 
adorned with fome good portraits and paintingB oil 
glafs of the two Founders; It Aanda on tlie fouth (ide 
of the firrt Quadrangle ; in the centre of which is a 
ftatue of Cain and Abel. 

Through a paffage on the left-hand t)f die gate of 
the firft Quadrangle we enter the fecond, of whicb 
a cloyfter, with the Library over it, forms the eatt 
fide ; the Chapel the fouth : diefe are more modem 
ftruAures, ^i^ are fuppofed to have been built in 
1667, conformably with a plan given by Sir Chrifto- 
pher Wren. 

The Library (a light pl'eafant room, ornamented 
with a moft elegant ceiling) contains a refpeilable 
colledion of books, very coramodioufly arranged. 
The chapel is diftinguifhed by a neatnefs and fimpli- 
city becoming the Houfe of God. If thefe may be 
confidered as the Parents of Beauty, this Edifice has 
very ftrong pretenfions to it. The roof, which, being, 
a frame of wood, is an admirable imitation of Gothic 
ftone-work, and the altar, with its decorations, de« 
mand our attention.. The eaft window is enrichis4 
by painted glafs, finely executed by Pearfon, from a. 
painting of the late celebrated Mr. Mortimer. 

In the Ante-chapel is an elegant monument to the 
memory of a late Principal, Dr. Shippen, whofe uni- 
form attention to the interefts of his college arc 
thereon defervedly commemorated. The buft is 
fuppofed to give a ftriking refemblance of his coun- 
tenance. An elegant houfe, connefted with .the 
college, and'fronting the High-ijrect, has been lately 
fitted up at a confiderable expenfe, for the accbmmo* 
dation of the Principal. 

The foundation of this college is for a* Principal, 

twenty 
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twenty Fellows, thirty-two Scholars, and ten Exhi- 
bitioners. 

The number of independent members at prefent 
Oii the books is about 100.

HERTFORD COLLEGE 

IS fituated oppofite to the gate of the Public 
Schools, conftfting of one court, which about 
twenty years ago was begun to be rebuilt. The col- 
lege is intended to be ereded in the form of a Qua-^ 
drangle, to confift of four angles, and four intermediate 
buildings; each angle to confift of three ftair- 
cafes and fifteen fingle apartments ; every apartment 
to contain an outward room, a bed -place, and a 
ftudy. Of thefe the fouth-eaft angle, and the chapel 
in the fouth, the Principal's lodgings in the eaft, the 
hall in the north, and the gateway (with the Library 
over it) in the weft, are already nnij(hed, agreeable tQ 
the plan of the Oxford Almanack for the year 1747. 

Hertford or Hart -Hall, an ancient Houfe of Learn- 
ing, was an 'Appendant to Exeter College. But 
having received an Endowment in part, was (at the 
requeft of Dr. Richard Newton, then Principal, who 
endowed the Senior Fellowihips) incorporated Sept. 
8, 1740. 

And, though it is now ftyled Hertford College, it 
may be calWd by the name of any other perfon who 
will complete the endowment of it, or become the 
principal Benefadtor to it. 

rhis -College confifts of a Principal, two fenior 
Fellows or Tutors, junior Fellows or Ailiftants, 
Under-graduate Students, and four Scholars.

NEW 
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lytEW College is fituated eaft of the Schools and 
l^ the Theatre, and is feparated from Queen's 
' College only by a narrow lane. It is dedicated to St* 
Mary Winton, and has been called New College 
from its firft foundation, being at tha;t time higmy 
regarded for its extent and grandeur. 

We enter this college by a portal, leading into the 
ficft court, which is a quadrangle of about b68 feet 
long, and 129 broad, with a ftatue of Minerva in 
the middle of it. This court, as built at the foun- 
dation of the College, was low, with narrow arched 
. tranfom windows, in the faihion of the times. But 
foon after the Reftoration of King Charles II. another 
ftory was added over the old buuding, and the win- 
dow^altered to their prefent forn^. The magnificent 
<jothic building on the north fide is the Chapel and 
^ the Hall ; on .the eafl the Library ;~ on the fouth 
the Fellows Apartments, and on the wefl the War- 
den's Lodgings, which are large and commodipu^ 
furnifhed with fome valuable Portraits. 

In the north- wefl comer of the court is the en- 
trance into the Chapel ; by much the grandefl in the 
Univerfity. The form of it is like that of Magda-*, 
Jen College, but larger. I'he Ante-chapel is fupport* 
* ed by two beautiful flafF-.mbulded pillars. This paf t 
is upwards of 80 feet long, and 36 broad. 
"^ As the Painted Windows of this Chapel make 
one of ib chief Ornaments, it will not be improper 
to beftow on them a more particular Defcription* 

Of thofe there are four diflinft forts* 

I. All the windows of the Ante-chapel (the great 
one excepted) are nearly, if not quite, as old as the 
Chapel itfelf, and contain the Portraits of Patriarchs^ 

Prophets, 
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Prophets, Saints, Martyrs, &c. * to the number of 
64, atid 50 fmsdler above them : curious for their 
antiquity, but for little elfe, being drawn without per- 
fpc6Hve, without the efieft of light and (hade, and 
ill propdrtioiied ; yet iti thefe are feme remaiAs* which 
fce\y the brilliancy of their colours, and fome traces 
df fin^jflicity and beauty ; particularly in the H^ad# 
of the female Figures in the window on the right- 
hand of. the entrittjce to the Chapel. 

2. Of the fecond^fort are the windows on the 
north fide of the Chapel. Thefe are done in the 
common modern fty)e by Mr. Peckitt of Yo^k. The 
three neareft the Organ contain, in the lower range, 
rfie chief perfons recorded in the Old Teftament, 
from Adam to Mofes 5 in the upper, twelve of the 
Prophets'. Mr. Rebecca gave the defigns for ^efe. 
The two other wihdows contain our Saviour, .the 
Virgin Maty, and the tWelv^ Apoftles. 

i. The third fort are on the fouth fide of the Cha- 
pel. Thefe were originally Flemifh Windows ; and 
done (as it is reported) ftom defigrife given by fome 
feholars of Rubens. Being brought out of Fland^r^v 
they came into thepoffeflion of Price the fctn, whole iktft 
inglafs-painting is well known. Of him they were pur- 
chafed by the Gentlemen of the College, who alfoemj 
ployed htm to repair what injuries they had (uftained, and 
to nt them for the places where they now ftand^ A. D. 
1740. In each window are eight Figures, of Saints, 
Martyrs and Prelates, with their refpeftive fymbols 5 
and for exprefBon, colouring, and efFeft, they were 
efteemed equal, if not fuper-ior, to any painting ex- 
ecuted on glafs, till -the appearance of tne fourth fort, 
of which we now come to fpeak. 

4, The weft window of the Ante-chapeh This 
great wmdow conftfts of fcven compartments in the 
lower range, each near three feet wide and twelve 

high. 
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iiigh* In diefe ftand feven all^orical Figures^ re* 
' prefenting the four Cardinal, and t)iree Chriftian 
Virtues, in the syuifler following : 

Temperance, pouring water out of a larger veflil 
into a fmaller one. Ber common attribute, the Bridle, 
lies at her feet. 

FoRTiTUDEi in armour ; her hand refting on a 
br<dcen column, which though half deftroyed remains 
upright ; her form robuft, her look bdd and refolute. 
A Lion, her attendant, couches below* her. 

Faith, {landing fixedly on both feet, and bearing , 
a Cro&, the fymbol of her beliefs, ber eyes and hand 
raiied up to Heaven. 

On the other fide of the middle group (of which 
more hereafter) Hope, looking - toward the fame 
Heaven, and fpringing forward to it fo eagerly that 
her feet fcarce touch the grounds ParLpf an A^chor^ 
her attribute, is.feen in the corner of her compart-; 
ment. , 

. Justice, looking with a fleady and piercing eye 
through the dark (hade which her arm cafts over her 
face : in her left baud the Steelyard, a kind of ba- 
lance lefs cumbrous, if not lefs vulgar than the fcales 
which are ufuallj given her. Her right hand fup- 
ports the fword« 

Prudence, beholding- (as in a mirror) the anions 
and manners of others, fer the p^rpofe of regulating 
her own by obfervation thereon. Upon her rifi;ht 
arm an Arrow joined with a Remora, the refpe&ve 
emblems of fwiftnefs and flownefs j Prudence being 
a medium between them. 

The middle group, mentioned above, reprefents 

Charity, and deferves efpecial notice for ifae ex- 

preffion of the Figures therein contained. The 

fondling of the Infant, the importunity of the Boy* 

. and the placid afFeftion of the Girl, together wkh 

C . the 
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the divided attention of the Mothei^ are all diftiur 
.guiihably and judicioufly marked with a knowledge 
of charade r, for which the grea^Artift who gave 
this defign is fojuftly celebrated. 

Such are the Figures which fill the lower com- 
partments ; yet they are but a fubordinate part, and 
. (as it were) a bafis to the fuperb ^ork eredled over 
_ tiiem. In a fpace ten feet wide ai^d eighteen high, 
.is reprefented the Nativity of JESUS CHRIST: 
a compoiitioh of thirteen human Figures, befides 
fome animals, i. The blefled Virgin, whofe atten- 
tion is wholly engaged with her Infant. 2. A group 
of Angels defcended into the ftable, and kneeling 
. aroujid him. . The face of the leaft- of tlvefc exhibits 
an idea of youthful beauty that perhaps was never 
furpafled. 3. A company of Shepherds, whofe de- 
, votion and rude eagernefs to behold him are ftrongly 
pjcprefled.- 4. St. Jofeph, looking on <:he fpe£iators, 
and pointing ^o the Child, as to the promifed feed^ the 
expe^ation and hope of all nations • 5. In the clouds 
above, an Angel contempbting the myftery of the 
Crofs ; and near him a fcroll, whereon is written 
the original Greek of this text, Myjleries which the 
Angeli themfelve$ defire to look into. 

In this comppfition the Painter has taken for his 
light that which is fuppofed to proceed from the body 
of the In&nt : herein imitating a famous piAure now 
prcferved in the Gallery at Drefdeh, and known by 
the name of the Notte of Corregio ♦. This beautiful 
idea has often be^ adopted, but never fo iu'dicioufly 
applied as in this inflance; where the fubftance on 
which the Infant is delineated being tjranfparent, and 
the light a£lually f)affing through him, bis body 
thereby receives a higher glow.j and gives to the 
whole an appearance of reality. . 

* A laall c^y of tlu« piAuie is in the CoUcition at Chrift Church. 
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The temainrng parts of this grand defign confifl: 
of groups of Shepherds and other pcrfpns who are 
' approaching the Stable to pay their devotions to the 
new-born Savioun Among thefe, the compartment 
next to the great pifture on the fputh contains the 
portraits of. the. two artifts by whom this admirable, 
work was executed ; viz. Sir J. Reynolds, and Mr, 
Jervais: the portrait of the latter, who is reprefented 
as looking upwards, is efteemed a very fine and ftrong 
refemblance. 

^ For this work^ which was begun about the year 

1776, finiflied Cartoons were furniflied by Sir Jqlhua 
-Reynolds. Thefe were copied by Mr. Jervais; to 
whofe fkill the world is indebted for a new ftyle in 
glafs-painting, which in beauty and truth of repre- 
^ . tentation exceeds all that have hitherto been feen, as 
much as the common produ<9ions excel the firft rude 
attempts of the art. 

The ChcMr is 100 feet long, 35 broad, and 65 

^ high. As we* enter the inner Chapel the moft ftriking 
objeft is the Altar-piece> which is now, A* D. 1793, 
reftored nearly to the (ame ftate that the Founder 
originally gave it. It confifts of fifty niches, dit- 
pofed in four ranges over the whole eaft end of the '. 
Chapel; ornamente<i with canopies, pinnacles, and 
tracery of the richeft Gothip workmanfhip. Thefe 
niches were filled by the Founder with the figures of 
divine and holy Perionages 4 but foon after the Re- 
formation they were all taken away and« deftroyed, 

"^ and the architefture itfelf much broken and defaced. 

Some remains hovwver were ftill difcernible; and 
from thefe, by the (kill and abilities of Mr. Wyatt, the 
defign of the prefent ftrufture was made out and 
4?xecuted. By the fame eminent Architeft the Ct..- 
pel has lately been new roofed, the Choir <nlar 
length and breadth, the Scats decorat^^l n .

and the Organ-lcrft ereAcd : this laft is a moft iupeA 
piece bf Gothic architecture, raifed over the entrance 
of the choir, at the weft end'; and very fitly corre- 
fponding with the; richnefs and beauty of the Altar* 
piece. Over the Communion-table, in the wall beloiilr 
the niches,- are five compartments of marble (culpture 
jn alto relievo, reprcfentine thefe fubjetSls : i. The Sa- 
lutation 6f the Virgin Mary. d. The Nativity of 
Jcfus Chrift. 3. The Taking Down. from the Crofs. 
4.* The Refurredticn. 5. The Afcenfion. Thefe 
were all-finilhed by that excellent artift Mr. Weft- 
macott : the Table or Altar itfelf is likewife fiirnifhed 
by him ; it, is 12 feet long and 3 broad, and is com* 
pofed of dove-cdloured marble. 

On the north fide of the chapel is preferved the 
Crofier of the Founder, M^ich is ufually (hewn to. 
ftrangers ; a well- preferved piece of antiquity, zxii 
almoft the only one in the kingdom. It is near feven 
feet high,, is of filver. gilt, finefy embelli&ed with a 
variety of rich Gothic architecture. 

Here Is an admirable Organ built by Dolham, and 
fince improved by Mr. Green. Cathedral fervicc is 
performed here twice every day, vi^ at eight and fix^ 
except Wednefdays and Fridays, wnen it commences 
at eleven. This Chapel is efteemed one of the beft in 
England for Mufic 5 wBich probably is owing to its 
' being fpacious, and having np breaks to* divide'the 
founds. Adjoining to the Chapel is a Cloyfter, on 
the north fide^f which is a To\ver with a peal often 
Bells. 

The Hall is at the north-eaft corner of the qua- 
clrangle. It is handfomely wainfcotted, and adorned 
with^the portraits of the Founder, William of Wyke- 
ham; William of Wainfleet, the Founder of Mag- 
dalen College, who was Schooknafter of Winchefter 
College in the time of Henry Vl ^ and Archbifliop 

C))icbele, 
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CSlichele, the Founder of AII-Souls, a Fellow of this 
College in Wykeham's life- time. 

The Library (fituated on the eaft fide of the 
quadrangle) confifts of two 'elegant Rooms, one 
over the other, 70 feet long and 22 broad; both of 
them well furnifhed' with books, and in the Library 
are fome valuable manufcripts. 

From hence we pafs through the middle gate into 
tlie Gardeist-Court, which widens by breaks as 
we approach the Garden. This court is feparated 

^ from the garden by an iron gate and palifade, which 

extend 130 feet in length, and admit of an agref^able 
' ]^rofpe£l of the garden through them. In the garden 
is a beautiful mount well di{f)ofed,.and covered with 
a thick ihrubbery^ Great part of the garden, as well 
9S fome parts pf the college, is encompaiTed. by the 
city wall, which ferves as a fence, and is -to be traced 

\ with its battlements and baftions along the north and 

(buth boundaries of the college. 

^ At the fouth-eaft corner of the garden we enter 

the BowiiNG-GaEEN, which is nea( and commo- 
dious. Oppoiite to the entrance is a pavilion ; on 
the right flowering ihrubs, and a row of elms to 
{hade the greeny and on the left a row of fycamores, 
which are a great curiofity, being nearly incorporated 
from one end of the row to the other. 

Having conducted oiir reader to the furthefl part 
pf the cdlege, we would recommend a view of the 
building from the garden, from whence the lower 

^ court has a very grand effedt ; as from thence the 

wings appear properly difplayed, and the whole is 
feen at a convenient diftance. The Perfpefiive View 
annexed was taken from the Mount* 

This college was; founded by William de Wyke- 

ham, a native of Wykeham in Hampfhire, h-on* 

^ whence be obtained the name Qf Wykeham* His 

C 3 . extraordinary 
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TXtraordlnary integrity recommended him t6 the 
bigheft truft and favours of King Edward the Third. 
WhSi young he was employed by that Kirtg in moft 
of the buildings at that time carried on by the crown, 
particular!^ in the rebuilding Windfor Caftle in the 
magnificeot form in which it now appears. He was 
foon advanced to fome of the moft confidcrable prefer- 
ments in the church, and in 1366 was confeorated 
Biihop of Winchefter, in the 43d year of his ,age. 
His advancement in the ftate kept pace with his pne- 
ferment in the church. He was conftitutcd Chan- 
cellor of Englandj-^epjt. 17, 1367. Froiflart (ays of 
Wykeham, that Ite was fo much in favour with King 
Edsyard HI. that every thing was done byt him^ and 
nothing was done without himr His munificence pro- 
ceeded always from a conftant generous principle, a 
true fpirit of liberality. 

The -foundation ftone was laid March 5tb, 1379,' 
and it was finiOied on April 14, 1386, when tlje 
Warden afid Fellows took pofleffion of it. In the 
year following, St. Mary's College near Winchefter 
was begun, and was &iiibed and inhabited in the 
year 1393, by a Warden, ten Fellows j three Chap^ 
lains, three Clerks, and (ixteen Chorifters; as aUb 
two Mafters, and feventy Boys, out of whom % 
certain number were to be annually elected as a fup- 
ply to New College. Both which colleges this piows 
and munificent Founder faw coiiiplet^ed, liiaking 
ample provifion for the fupport of each, and giving 
them a regular and perfect body of ftatutes. And 
having furvived many years, he enlarged his will 
with coftly legacies of jewels, plate, money, and 
f>ooks, to be diftributed throughout the leveral 
diocefes in which he was preferred, or hiid temporal 
poiTeffions at his deceafe. He died Sept. 279 14-041 
W^en he was 80 years of age. Wykeham's pious 

example 
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example has occafi<med "many eminent perfbns,. 
chiefly' fuch as had been Fellows of this Society, to 
be confiderable Benefo<Slors to his munificent ftun- 
daticn. 

The Univerfity Sermon is preached here on Lady- 
Day and Trinity Sunday in the Chapel. 

I'he prefcnt members are, the Wardenjfeventjr 
Fellows, ten Chaplains, three Clerks, one Sexton, 
fixteen Chorifters j together with feveral Gentlemen 
Commo;iers.

WAD HAM COLLEGE. 

THIS College is fituated north of the Public 
Schools and Printing-Houfe 5 its front facing 
the gardens of Trinity College. It confifts chiefly 
of one large quadrangle, about 1 30 feet fquare. 

The Portico, which leads to the Hall, is adorned 
vlth the ftatues of King Jame,s L and Nicholas and 
Dorothy Wadham the Founders.' The buildings of 
this college not having undergone any alteration 
fmce the time of the foundation, it has a regularity 
and uniformity above the reft. 

The Hall is a fpacious Gothic Room, dt the fouth- 
eaft angle of the great Court; and the Library 
ftands on the eaft of the Hall. 

The Chapel is a fpacious edifice, at the north eafi: 
angle of the fame court, and has that venerable ap- 
pearance fo remarkable in the chapels at New Col* 
lege and Magdalen, having the Ante-chapel at right 
angles with* the choir^ What is moft admired here 
is a very large vrindow at the eaft end, of the Paffion 
of our Saviour, by Van Ling, wherein are a great 
variety of figures admirably done. The windows on 

C 4 the 
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the fides feem to be of. the fame wor kmanfliip : but 
the greateft curiofity in this chapel is the Painted . 
Cloth, if it may be io called, at the lower part of the 
'altar. It is the only work of its kind at prefect in 
, Oxford. The cloth, which is of ^an alh colour, 
is the medium j the^ines and ftades are done with a 
brown crayon, and the lights with a white one 5 
which being aftef wafds prefled with hot irons, caufmg 
the damp of the cloth to incorporate with the colours, 
has fo fixed them, as to be rendered proof againft a 
brulh when ufed to cleanfe it from duft : It was per- 
fonned by.Ifaaq Fuller^ who painted the Altar-piece 
at Magdalen College, and it is generally allowed to be 
a oiafterly drawing. The eaft reprefents the Lord's 
Supper^ the north Abraham and Melchifedeckv and 
the {buth the Children of Ifrael gathering Manna. ' 

This college was defigned by Nicholas Wadham, 
Efq. and. built in purfuance of his will, by Dorothy his 
widow, anno 161 3^ who appointed a Warden, fifteea 
J^ellows, fifteen Scholars, two Chaplains, and two 
Clerks; the Warden to be a native of Great Bi'itain. 
The Fellows, after having completed eighteen year$ 
ftom their regency, to refign their fcllowhips. The 
JSchoIarSj out of whom the Fellows are to be chofen, 
.to be taken three out of Somerfetihire, and three out 
of EiTex; th6 reft out of any county in£}reat Britain. 

The moft confiderable Benefactor fince the Foun- 
xder, Was John Goodridge. M. A. fometime Fellow 
of this college, who gave all his fcftite at Waltham- 
ftow in Effex to this Society., Dr. Hoddy added ten- 
Exhibitions, four for Students in Hebrew, and fix for 
Greek, loJ. a year to each. Lord Wyndham 2000!. 
of which 15C0I. fo increafe the Warden's falary,, 
and 500I. to beautify and repair the college. Bifiiop- 
Lifle, the late Warden, gave two Exhibitions 6f lol. 

per ann. each. - '

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The prefent members of this Society afe, the War- 
den, fifteen Fellows, two Chaplains, fifteen Scholars, 
two Clerks, and fixteen Exhibitioners ; the whole 
dumber of StudciSits being ufy^lly about ioo»

TRINITY COLLEGE.

THE avenue to Trinity College, which has been 
lately widened fo as to exhibit the whole front 
of the Chapel towards the ftreet, and ornamented 
with a clock^Js fenced by an iron palifade, with fold- 
ing gates. The front of the college confifts of the 
Chapel and Gateway, with its beautiful Tower. 

In the firft court are the.Chapel, Hall, Prefident's 
Lodgings, and Library. 

,The great elegance of the Chapel refults from an 
anemblage of high finiflied ornaments. The* carvings 
of the fcreen and tiltar-picce,/ which are of eedar^ 
are finiflied with exquifite tafte by the mafterly hand 
of 'that eminent artifi Mr.'"Guibbons. In the midfl: 
of the ceiling, which is covered with a beautiful 
ilucco, is an Afcenfion, which is executed in a good 
ftyle by Peter Berchett, an eminent French Painter, 
On the north fide of the Altar, under an alcove, is a 
tomb,, on which are the figures of the Founder and 
his Lady.. 

The Hall is fpacipus and well-proportioned^ and 
adorned with u portrait of the Founder, Over the 
chimney-piece are the Arras of Queen Mary and 
King rhilip. 

In the Library windows are feveral compart- 
ments of fine old painted ^lafs, much injured in 
former times. 

The fccond couft^ planned by SirtChriftopher 
Wren,, was one of the firft pieces of modern archi- 

C 5 , tefture 
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tcfture which appeared in die Univerfity. It confifts 
of three fides, 'the north and weft of which arc in- 
tended to be raifed^and' finif^ed in the manner with ^ 
that on the fouth. The opening, to the gardens, on 
the eaft, has an agreeable cfFedl. 

The Gardens are extenfive, and laid out -in two 
divifions. The firft, or larger diviiion, is thrown 
into open grafe-plots. The north wall is covered with 
a yew-hedge. The centre walk is terminated by a 
Well-wrought iron gate, with the Founder's Arm« 
at the top, fopported by two piers. The fouthern 
divifion is a pleafing folitude, confifting of ihady 
walks, with a wilcfcrnefs of flowering Sirubs, and 
diipofed into ferpentine paths. 

This college was founded March 8, 1594, by Sif 
Thomas Pope, Knigbt, of Tittenhanger^ in Hert- 
fordfliire, Privy-Counfellor to Queen Mary, and a 
lingular friend to Sir-Thomas More, for the main- 
tenance and education of a Prefident, twelve Fel- 
lows, and twelve Scholar^. The Founder diretfts, that 
the Scholars, who fucceed to the Fellowihips, fhall 
be chofen from his Manors : but if no candidates ap- 
pear under fuch qualifications on the day of eleSion, 
that they (hall be fupplied from any county in Eng- 
land. Re alfo appoints that no more than two na- 
tives of the fame county (hall be Fellows of his col- 
kge at the fame time, Oxfordflaire excepted, from 
which county five are permitted. 

The principal, sind almoft only Benefaftor, was 
Dr. Ralph Bathurft, formerly Prefident, who ex- 
pended 1900I. in rebuilding the ghapel. 

This college confifts of a Prefident, twelve Fellows, 
and twelve Scholars. Thefe, with the other members. 
Gentlemen Gonimoners, Commoners, &c. amount 
to about 90*

BALLIOL 
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BALLIOL COLLEGE. 

BALLIOL College is fituated to the weft of Tri- 
nity, and confifts chiefly of one court, which 
We enter by a Gothic gate. The . biuildings about 
.this court are ancient, except the eaft end, which is 
finiflied iti the manner in which the reft of that 
quadrangle may be built. 

• The Chapel ftands at the north-eaft angle of the 

great court. The great eaft window, which is well 

^. executed, reprefents the Paffion, Refurreftion, and 

Afcenfion of Chrift. The Hall is at the weft end of 

the fame court. In the Matter's Lodgings are fome 

good rooms, particularly a fpacious Hall, having a 

., well«preferved ancient window to the eaft. . Their 

. Library is well furniftied with a very large colledtion 

of ufeful books, and many ancient manufcripts.. 

Over the gate of the College are the Arms of. the 

^ Balliol Family— 

^ And on the outfide^ over againft the Matter's 

Lodgings, was a ftone placed in memory of thofe 
learned and pious Prelates, Archbifhop- Cranraer, 
Biihop Ridley, and Biftiop Latimer, who were burnt 
at that plact for their adherence to the Reformation ; 
which has not been vifible fince the City has been 
paved in its prefent form. 

Befides this court, there is an area to the north- 
weft, confifting of feveral detached lodgings for the 
^ * Students ; and an elegant new building, rather refem- 
bling a modern dwelling-houfe, with a beautiful 
front to the ftreet, erefted at die expenfe of Mr. 
Fiftier, late Fellow of this Society, in which are 
feveral handfome apartments. This Infcription is on 
the north fide, by defire of the Founder : VEkfiUM 
NON AMPLIUS FKHER. 

C 6 - Sir 
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Sir John Balliol, of Bernard Caftle, in Yorkfli|re, 
father of John Bailiol, King^of Scotland, fu-ft d^-- 
finned the foundation of this C9llege for the education 
ot Scholars, to ^onfi l^c gave yearly Exhibitions ; 
bat dying before hepurchafed Iknd, he recoitimended 
'Ac defign to his widow Devorgiiilla, daughter of 
Alexander III. King of Scotland, who firft iettkd. 
diefe Exhibitions J and in 1284 purchafed 21 tenement 
for her Scholars jof Balliol^ and conveyed it to th& 
Mafters and Scholars of this Houfe for ever for their 
habitation, having obtained a royal charter for . that 
purpofe. She afterwards added feveral new buildings 
to it, and fettled laSnds for the maintenance of the 
Scholars, dedicating her Foundation to th« honour of 
the Holy Trinity, the Bleffed Virgin, and St. Ka- 
therine the Mdrtyr 5 which Benefa(%on$ were after*- 
wards ratified by her fon John Balliol, King of Scot- 
land, and ^Oliver Bifhop of Lincoln, in whofe dio- 
cefe Oxford then waSi. The value of the lands and 
. revenues, belonging to this college, did not exceed 
27I. 9s. 4d. per ann, at that-time^ but their eftates 
were foon after greatly enlarged by the benefadlions 
of others, particularly Sir Philip Somerville: Dr. 
John Warner, Bifhop of Rocheftcr, fouiKJed four 
Scottifli Exhibitions^ endowing them with a revenue, 
which'has fin<be been augmented by John Snell, Efq». 
The members of this Society are at prefent a Maf<- 
ter, twelve Fellows, fourteen Scholars, and eighteen 
Exhibitioners ; the whole number of Students amount-* 
ing to about 90. * 

The Mafters and^ Fellows cleft their Vifitor, who 
at prefent is the Archbifhop of York.

ST. JOHN'S COLLEGE 

IS fituatcd north of BalHol and Triotty Colleges,, 
having a terras^ with a row of lofty elms before ?t. 
The buildings of this College chiefly coniift of 
two large quadrangles. We enter the firft by a handr 
' fome old gateway with a tower over it*. Xt is formed 
by the Hall and Chapel on the north, the Prefideat's 
. Lodgings on the eaft, and the Chambers of the 
Fellows, Scholars, imd other Students, on the fouth 
and weft fides. The Hidl is elegant, being well- 
proportioned, and handfomely walnfcotted, with a 
beautiful arched roof, a fcreep of Portland Stone, and 
, a grand variegated marble chimney-piece, containing 
a picture of St. John the Baptift, by Titian. It is 
likewife adojrned with many other piftures ; viz. at the 
upper end, by a whole-length portrait of the Foun* 
^ der ; on his right-hand Archbifhop Laud, and on his 
left Archbiihop Juxon. On the north and fouth 
fides of the room ^are thofe of Bifhop Mew, Biihop 
Buckridge, Sir William- Paddy, and other eminent 
men, who have been members of, and benefactors 
to, this Society. ** • 

The Chapel, which is adjoining to the Hall, is in 
all refpe£ts neat and commodious. It is divided from 
the Ante-chape) by a new and elegant Screen, over 
which has been eredled a very complete new Organ, 
It has now an elegance which refult^ from feveral 
high-finiihed, yet iimple ornaments* In particular 
the Stand on whicji the Bible is placed is adorned 
, with mafterly carving* The Altar is of the Co- 
rinthian order, and very properly adapted. Over the 
Communion-Table is a fine piece of tapeftry repre-* 
fenting our Saviour with the two Difciples at Em* 
mauS) copied from a painting oi Titian* The Dog

fnarling at the Cat under the table, cannot be over-* 
looked. Nor will the curious obferver be at much 
lofs, by the ftriking likenefles in the four figures, in 
difcovering thev are the then Pope, Kings of France 
and Spain, ana Titian, in the chara&ers of bur Sa- 
viour, his Diiciples, and Servant. On the north 
fide of the Choir, in a marble urii> inclofed in a filver 
veiTel, is the Heart of Dr. Richard Rawlinfon. In • 
this Chapel cathedral fervice is performed twice a day, 
tt eleven and five. 

Through a paflage on the eaft fide of the firft 
quadrangle we enter the fecond; on the eaft and weft 
fides whereof are handfome piazzas in the Grecian 
tafte, each column confiftin^ of ode fingle bl'uifh ftone, 
^ug from a part of the college efiate uear Fifield in 
Serkfhire. In the centre of each piazza is a mag- 
nificent gateway, confifting principally of two orders. 
I, The Doric, which forms the gateway itfelf, 
agreeable to that of the piazzas. 2. The Ionic, 
which fupports a femicircular pediment. Between 
four of thcfe cdumns, viz. two on each fide, in a 
niche, is a brafs ftatue > tHat on the eaft of- King 
Charles I. and that on the weft of his Queen, eaft 
by Fanelli of Florence. That neither of the Greek 
orders might be wanting, the 3d, viz. the Corinthian, 
is very artfully introduced in the conftru£tion of the 
niche. The whole is richly embelltfhed, and is the 
defign of that celebrated Architefl: Inigo Jones. 

The Library includes the upper ftory of th&fouth 
and eaft fides. The fouth fide is well ftored with 
printed books in all Faculties, regularly difpofed : 
the eaft with a moft valuable coUeftion of manu* 
fcripts ; in which the book-cafes adhering to the fides 
. form a fpacious gallery. Here are foine valuable curio- . 
fities, viz. the pidlure of King Charles I. which has 
the whole Book of Ffalms written in the lines of the 
fece and on the hairs of the head f a very beautiful and 

fmguUr 
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. iingular ptdisre of St. John, ftained in a compofition, 
which has the appearance of polifhed marble; fome 
csrious Miflals ', a Chinefe Didionary ; and on the 
eaft window, in elegant painted glafs, are the Arms ot 
Ae Founder, the Comparty of Merchant-Taylors, and 
feveral other Benefk£):ors to the College. 

The Gardens are very extenfive, and laid but 
with all thofe graces Which arife from a fucceffion o£ 
beauties fo difpofed as to ftrike us gradually and unex- 
pe£ledly. The celebrated Mr. Browne, by removing 

r , a few embarraffing overgrown chefnut trees, has fo 
t:hanged the afpe£l of this garden, that few can at 
prefent vie with it. ^ 

This College was founded by Sir Thoma? White, 
Alderman and Merchant-Taylor of London 5 who 
afterwards, anno 1557, endowed it with feveral con- 
fiderable manors, and at his death bequeathed the 
fum of 30001. to purchafe lands to increafe the reve- 
nues of it. He originally defigned Merchant*Tay- 

< lors School in London as the only Seminary for this 

College ; but being of a more public fpirit than to 
confine, himfelf to any one place, he allowed twqf 
Fellowflups to the city of Coventry, two to^riftol, 
two aifo to the town pf Reading, and one io Tun- 
bridgt. 

- The moft confideraWe Benefaftors fince have been 
Sir William Paddy, who founded and endowed the 
Choir, and -built that fide of the New Quadrangle, 

^ of which the Library is apart; Archbifhop Laud, 

who at the cxpenfe of above 5000I. (exclufive of 
400I. for the ftatues of the King and Queen) added 
the other three fides ; Archbifhop Juxon, who gave 
7000I. tpthis College; Dr. Gibbons, who bequeath- 
ed the perpetual advowfon of the living of Baynton 
in Ycrkftiire, and toool. toJ}uy books; Dr. Holmes, 
the late worthy Prefident, with bisLady^ who gave 

. *• J5000I. 
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l^oooL to augment the falaries of the QflHeers* imd 
other u£bs ; and Dr» Rawlinfon, who bequQatbed the 
'Kvcrfiou of an eftate in fee- farm rcn^. 

The prefent membeirs are, a Prefidcnt, fifty Fd* 
k>ws, two Chaplains, an Organift, five Singing->me% 
fix Chorifters, and two Sextons : the number dl 
Students of all forts being ufually about 80.

•1 ¥ rORCESTER College is pkafantly fituated 
V V on an eminence, jui^ above the River Ifi$ 
and the Me^ows, at the extremity of the ¥reftern 
fiiburb. At entering the College, we have the Cha- 
pel and Hall on each fide, both of which are 29 feet 
in breadth, and 50 in length. The Library, which 
is a magnificent Ionic edifice, on- the weft of the 
Chapel and Hall, is loo feet in length, fupported by 
a fppcious Cloyfter. It is furniOie^ with a valuable 
€olld£lionof books, chiefly the Library of Qr. Clarice, 
Jate EeMow of AH- Souls College; in which is Inigo 
Jones's Palladio, with his own' maniifcript notes. 
According to the plan propofed, this College is to 
Gonfift of the Chambers of tjie Fellows and Scholars on 
the north and fouth, and the Gardens, which are to lie 
onadefcent to the River, on the weft. The Apart*- 
mcnt of the Provofl: is at the north- weft angle j from 
Vrhence this Cpllege will enjoy not only the plea- 
ninteft fituation, but be one of the moft elegant: 
ftruSures in the Unfverfity, efpecially if the Socidly 
carry their defign into execution,, of^ opening an ave?- . 
pue from the-College to Magdalen Pariih Church* 

The College was founded >anno ijX^^ by^ Sir 
Thomas Cookes, for a Provoft, ii^ Felk>ws, and fix. 
SchoIars.^ 

Dr.. 
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..Dr. Finney ferther endowed it with two Fellow- 
ifhips and two Scholarfliips for Students from Staffbrd- 
fliire* Dr. Clarke founded fix Fellowlhips and three 
Scholarftiips^ with a preference to Clergymen's fons* 
And Mrs. Eaton, daughter to Dr. Eaton^ Principal 
of Gloceftef Hall, founded fix' Fellowfhips, Lady 
Holford gave two Exhibitions of 20I. a year each, 
for Charter-houfe Scholars, to be enjoyed eight years. 
This Houfe was formerly called Glocefter College^ 
being a Seminary for educating the Novices of Glo- 
cefter Monaftery. It was founded A» D» 1283, ty 
John GiSard, Baron of Brimsfield. When fup-> 

?reiled at the Reformation, it was converted into a 
'alace for the Biihop of Oxford 4 but was foon after^ 
wards ere£ked into an Academical Hall, by Sir Tho* 
mas White, the Founder of St Jo&n's College^ m 
which ftate it continued till it received a Charter of 
Tncorporatipn^ and an Endowment from Sir Thomai 
. Coo'kes.

E X E T E R C O L L E G E. 

THIS College is (Ituated oppoilte Jefus CoUege> 
the front whereof is 220 feet long; in tho' 
centre of which is a magnificent Gate and Tower. 
The compofition of cardu front (viz. that towards the 
ftreet and that towards the ^adrangle) iv ari^ftic 
bafement which forms ttie gateway; a plimb, wher^<^ 
upon are placed four pilafters of the Ionic order,, 
fupporting a femicircular pediment, in the area of 
which are the Founder's Arms on a ihield adorned 
with fcftoons, finiifaiiig with a baluftrade above alU 

. This* 
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This, with the beautiful arched roof of die gateway, 
is juftly efteemed an elegant piece of workmanibip* 
The building within chiefly confifts of a large qua- 
drangle, formed by the Hall, the Chapel, the Rec- 
tor's Lodgings, and the Chambers of the Fellows 
and Scholars,, and is regular and uniform. ' 

The Gardens are neatly difpofed, ^d, though 
within the Town, have an airy and pleafant opening 
to the caft, and a terrace, from whence we have a 
view,' of Ibme of the fineft buildings in the Univer- 
Gty. 

The Library is well furnifli'ed with books in the 
feveral arts and fciences ; •and a very valuable cc4- 
ledion of Claffics, given by Edward Richards, Efq. 

Walter Stapledon, Bifhop of Exeter, Lord Trea-r 
furer of England, and Secretary of State to King 
Edward IL 13 16, obtained a charter for founding a 
College where Hertford .College now ftandsj but 
wanting room for the buildings be defigned, he re- 
moved his Scholars to the prefent Houfe, and gave,it 
the name of ^tapledon-Hall, after his own name. 
He founded a Society confifting of thirteen, i. e. a 
Reftorand twelve Eellows; on&of whom, the Chap- 
Jain, to be appointed by the Dean and Chapter of 
Exeter; .eight to be ele3?ed out of the Archdea- 
conries of iixeter, Totnes, and Barnftaple, in De- 
vonihire, and four from the Archdeaconry of Corn- 
wall. 

Among the {JLiblequent Benefactors was Edmond 
Stafford, Bifhop of Exeter, ^o obtained leave to 
alter die name of this. Houfe, and fettled two Fel- 
lowihips for the diocefe of Sarum. Sir William 
Pctre in Queen Elizabeth's time obtained a new 
Charterand Statutes, founded eight Fellowfliips for 
fuch counties wherever he then had, or his heirs at 
juiy time after ihould bare ieftate^ ^yhich by this time 

comprehends 
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comprehends moft of the counties in England, King 
Charles!, added one Fellowfliip for the Iflands of. 
Jerfey and Gufernfey. And by Mrs. Shiers's Bene- 
&£^ion, as completed and fettled by Dr. Hugh Short- 
rige, twa other Fellowfcips were added, confined 
to the counties of . Hertford and Surrey \ befides 
confiderable augmentations to the revenues of the 
Society. The laft BenefeSor was the learned Mr# 
Jofeph Sanford, of BalHol College, who gave this 
Society^ his very valuable Library ; for the Recep- 
tion of which they in the year 1781 cre£ted a neat 
modern edifice in a part of their Garden near their 
former Library. 

The prefent members are a ReSor, twenty-five 
Fellov/s', one Scholar, who is Bible-Clerk, and two Ex- 
hibitioners. The whole number of members ab6u(7^

THE front of this College is beautified and im-. 
proved by a very handibnae ruftic gateway, and 
other additions. ' 

In the firfl court the Chapel on the north fide, 
and Hall on the wefl, are neat well-proportioned 
rooms, the latter having within thefe few years been 
much improved by the addition of a ceiling and other 
ornaments, by Mr. Roberts^ 

The inner court has three fides uniformly and 
neatly built (the Hall before mentioned makivg the 
fourdi fide of this quadrangle), and on the weft fide 
of it over the Common Room, &c. is a fpacious 
well-furnifhed Library. .

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* fte Library a half-lensth of King Charles IL ad^^ 
fome original pieces of T)r.

Other curiofities in this College are^ ir A oiofir 
magnificent piece of plate, the gift of the late Sir 
Watfcin Williams W,yhn^ Bart, for the ufe^ of the 
Fellows Common Room. And, 2. The Statutes o£ 
the College, beautifully written upon vellum, by the 
kte Mr. Parry of Shipfton upon Stour, formerly 
Fellow of this College, - ' 

Tills College was founded by Queen Elizabeth^ 
by charter bearing date the 27th of June, i57i,ifaB 
a Principal, eight t^^ellows, and eight Scholajrs. The 
Queen, at the requeft of Hvgh Price,' LL. D. a na-* 
live of Brecknook, and Treafurer of the Church of ' 
St. David's> granted her .royal charter of founda- 
tion, and a certain religious Houfe or Cell, called - 
Whitehall' (which before the diffoludon of Moisa- 
fieries belonged to the Priory of St. Fridefwide), for 
the fcite of the College,, together with'fuch timber and- 
other materiah as fhoidd be waning fe^r the buiidipg 
of it, out of her Majefty^s fordls of Shotover ana 
Stowe. 

The firft endowment of this Colkge was by Dr. 
Hugh Price, above mentioned,), who, by deed bear- 
ing date the laft day of the &id month of Jane, 
157 19 conveyed to die College bv the ftyfe and title 
of The Printipal^ FeffottM and Scholars of yefm CoU 
■bgt'i within the City and Univerjity of Gxfttrd^ of 
^mef^ Elizabeth^ 5 Foundation^ certain lands, mcf* 
iu^es, and tenements in the county of Brecknock, 
of the value of about 160I. per annum, for tVe main- 
tenan(^e and fupport of a Principal, eight Fellpws, arid 
oi|ht Scholars, bdi>g the number limited in the 
original charter of foundation ^ though, bycharteni 

fmce 
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iincc granted at difFereht timesv and the munifitKnce 
<f{ fubfequent Benefedlorsj the- number of Fellows 
iu^ Scholars is now more than doubledt 

The principal Benefadlors after Dr. Hugh Price, 
^who may in fome meafure be called the Founder of 
this originally little Society, were, Sir Eubule The!- 
wal, Kt. Principal of t^e College, who, beiid^ h^ 
contributions toMrards the buildings, carried on under 
>his dire£yon, increafed the number of Fellows from 
eight to fixteen; Dr. Francis Manfell, who was 
ihrke Principal ; Sir Leoline Jenkihsi King Charles L 
'Dr.^ Gri^h Lloyd, and many others. 

The Society now confifts of a Pri.n^ipal, nineteen 
Fellows^ and eighteen Scholars, befides a confidefable 
number of E^xhibitioners 3 in all So or, go. .

LINCOLN COLLEG^E

Is fituated between All- Saints Church and E^Keter 
College. It confifts of two courts. The firfk, 
which we enter under .a tower, is formed by the 
J8.e6ior's Lodgings on the fouth-eaft angle, the Li- 
brary and Common-Room 9n die north, ^nd Re- 
fectory on the eaft, the fides of which are 80 feet 
^ch. The inner or fputh court has alfo a, gate into 
the ftreet; and is a fquare likewife, but lefs than 
the other, being 70 feet each way. \ , / 

The Hall is a handfome edifice, about 40 feet long,. 
25 broad, and of a prpportionable height. It was 
new Wainfcotted in 1 701, chiefly by the benefafiiofi 
of the late Xbrd Crowe, Bifeop of .Durham, whofe 
Arms are placed over the middle of the icreen, as 
are thofe of the reft of the Contributors over other 
psffts of the wainfcot. 

The 
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The Library is a very neat room in the north fide 
•f the outer court, 6ver the Common Room. It 
has been new fitted up, faflied and waiufcotted, at the 
cxpenfe of Sir Nathaniel Lloyd, Knt. fometime 
Commoner of this cdlege, and afterwards Fellow of 
All-Souls. It is well furniifhcd with books, and diere 
ape in it fome ancient and valuable manufcripts. 

There is a good half-length picture of Biihop 
Crewe at the weft end of it, and another- of Sir" 
Nathaniel Lloyd. 

But -what is moft taken notice of in this college, 
' is their Chapel^ which is fituated on the ibuth fide of 
the inne^ court. The fcreen of it is oiF cedar, finely 
earved^ and is mentioned by Dr. Plott as a great 
curiofity. The windows are entirely of painted-gla(s, 
of which there is a large one over the Altar, and 
four lefier on each fi<le. In thofe of the fouth fide 
are the figures of the Twelve Apoftles, three in each 
window, is large as life. In the firft window which • 
is next the Altar, are Peter, Andrew, and James 
the Greater: In th6 ad^ John, Philip^ and Bartho- 
lomew : In the 3d, Matthew, Thomai, and Janies 
/the Lefs : In the 4th,- Jude, Simon, and Matthias. 

On the other fide over againft thcfe, are the figures 
of twelve of the Prophets. In the firft window, or 
next to the Altar^' are David, Daniel, and Elijah : 
In the ^d, I&iah, Jeremiah, and £zekiel:,In the 

Jdy Amos, Zechariah, and Malachi : In the 4th, . 
llilha, Jonah, and Obadiah. • 
/- 'fhe eaft window, which is over the Altar, 
^-^^tains the Types and Anti-types of our Sa- 
•Vibur. It is divided into fix partitions : In the 
'firft, reckoning from the north, is the Creation of 
Man in Paradife ; and over it the Nativity of our 
Saviour. In the 2d, the Pafllng of the ifraelites 
tlircHJigh the Red Sea; and over it, our Saviour's 
:^'\' . Baptifm: - 
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Baptifin : In the 3d, the Jewifh Paifover ; and over 
it, the Inftitution of the^ Lord's Supper: In the 4tb, 
the Elevation of the Brazen Serpent In the Wilder- 
nefs J and over it, our Saviour's Crucifixion : In the 
5th, Jonas d^elivcred out of the Whale's Belly 5 and 
over it,^ our Saviour's Refurre6lion : In the 6th, 
Elijah going to Heaven in the fiery Chariots and over 
it, our Saviour's Afcenfion. 

The Ceiling, which is of cedar, is embellifhed with 
the Arms of the Founders and the principal Benefac- 
tors; intermixed with cherubim, palm-rbranches, fef- 
toons,- &c. beautifully painted and gilt. 

The Chapel was built in 1630, by Dr. Jdin Wil- 
liams, at that time Bifhop of Lincdn, and after- 
wards Archbiihop of York ; of whom memorials are 
to be feen in feveral places. 

This college was firfl founded by Richard Flem- 
ming, who was born of a good famil;^ in York- 
fhire. He was educated in this Univerfity, of which 
he was two years Proftor> being then' Fellow of 
Univerfity CollegCi In 1420, he'was made Bifhop 
of Lincoln by King Henry V. and died in 143 1. 
He obtained the charter of incorporation of King 
Henry VI. in the fixth year of his reign ; and in 
1429 eftablifbed a college, confifling of a Re£tor and 
feven Fellows, to whom he appropriated flipends. 

In the year 1478, Thomas Scott, alias Rothcr- 
ham, then Bifhop of Lincoln, confidering the im- 
perfed flate of this Foundation, obtained a new 
charter 'of Kin^ Edward IV. by virtue jwhereof, he 
added five other Fellowfhips to the feven before, 
founded, annexed to the college two Redtorics, and 
gave them a body of flatutes, in which he limits the 
choice of the Fellows to the diocefes of Lincoln 
and York, all except one, wbom he would have tp be 
oi the diocefe of Wells. 

But 
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' But a greater Benefa£lQr to. this cqllege was the 
Eight Honourable KatHaniel Lord Crewe, l^ie 
Bimop of Durham, who being prefent ;n the year 
17179 after contributing liberally to the buildings 
which were then Carrying on at Chrift €hi|rch» 
Queen's, Worcefter, and AU-,Souls Colleges, ;^ 
to the fkiiihiog of AlUSaints Church, ibttled hy 
way of a rent-charge, free from all deductions 
wbatfoever, i^Tuing^out of his manors in Northum- 
berland and Durham, twelve Eichibitions of aol. per 
annum each* for Commoners of this ^college, wjuxm 
he would have to be ihe ions of Gentlemen; and 
inade a confiderable augmQntation to the annual 
ftipends of the Redor, Fellows, Scholars, Bible- 
Clerk, and the Chaplains of tlie four apprppdatod 
Churches, 

The Jaft Benefa£bor was the late Dh Hi^tchins, 
who J^adbeen m^ny years Re^or, and who augnrent-* 
ed the incomes of the Scholars and Exhibitioners. 

The members of this^xjoUege are ufually between 
forty aifd fifty. ^

ORIEL College is fiti^ted between fit. Mary's 
Church on the north. Corpus Chrifti Colle|;e 
on the ifouth, and Chrift Church on the weft; 
the entrance is on the weft. It chiefly cpnfiils 
of one regular,* uniform and well-built <juadran- 

fle. Oh the north fide whereof are. the provoft'!^ 
.odgings, on the eaft the Hall, and the entrance into 
the ChaJ)el, which runs eaftward from thence j ai)d 
on the fouth and weft fides are the chambers of the 
Fellows and other Students* 

Oppofitc. 
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Oppofite to the great gate we afceitd by a large flight 
of ftepSj having, a portico over them, to the Hall j 
which is a well-proportioned room, ^lafidfomcly 
M^infcotted, v^ith a Doric ehtAlature, and adorned 
with three whole-length Portraits, vk..inthe-middle^ \ 
at the upper end, a very fine one of King Edward II. 
enthroned with his Regalia, by Hudfon ; on his right 
hand, that of Queen Anne, by Dahl; and on his 
left, one of the late Duke of Beatifort, in his Par- 
liament-robes, halving a N^ro Servant bearing his 
•Coronet, by Soldi. • - \ r 

The Chapel has that beauty which is derived* froni 
a decent fimplicity: The large eaft window, the 
Wife Men offering, Was painted by Mr. FeckettJ 
fromaxlefignby the lateDr. Wall. " . \\ 

Through a paflage on the north fide, we enter the 
Garden Court, at the end of -which is an elegari£ 
building, intended for the College Library^ ia whidt 
ylilk^ wiU be placed the late Lord Leigh's Library, 
gfveif to the Society. On either hand is a wing or a[ 
new building, in a ftyle confornxable to the qua^ 
drangle. 7'hat on the right was built at the expenle 
of Dr. Robinfon, Bilhop of London j and that on 
the left by Dr. Carter, late Provoft. 

This College was founded by King Ejcjvi^fd II. 
on Petitioii of Adam de Brome, his Alcnoner, anno 
1324, who was the firft Provoft. King Edward III. 
gave the large mefTuage of Le .Oriel, fituate in St. 
John's pari&, by which name the College was ;af-r 
terwards called," and from whence it has been :fret« 
quendy held to be a royal foundation.

liih Qible, fuppofed ta be plder than Wicklii&'s y a 
-Papohnient RoU ooi^ning the> pedigree of the Koyal 
Saviihs^ and dlQ feveral branches of it, fronoi l^ing 
Alfred to King Edw^M^d Vi« witfa their Arni$ bla* 
a:pned, figned by the King at Arms ; aod Several 
cdier Cariofities, .particularly an ancient Manufcrtpt

This College was founded, in die year, 15 1 6) by 
I>r. kichard Kex, a natiiice of Ropefley, near Grant* ^ 
ham in Liitcolniliire, who was fucceffively Bifli^ 
of the fees ojf Exeter, Bi^t^ and Wells, Durham 
and Winchefter, and ^»ras likewife Lord Privy Seal to 
King Henry VIL and Henry VIIL He firft in- 
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tended it only as a ^Seminary for the Monks cf the 
Priory or Cathedral Church of St. S within at Win- 
phefler^ and obtained a Charter for that end ; but 
akered his mind by the perfuafton of Hugh Oldhan^ 
Bifhopof Exeter, who engaged to be a Benefador 
to the Houfe, on condition mat he would convert it 
into a College for the ufe of fecular Students, after 
the manner of other CoUeges in the Uiwverfity. 
"Whereupon Bifliop Fox cau&d the firft charter to 
be cancelled, and obtained another, whereby, be was 
permitted to found a College for the ftudy of Divi- 
nity, Philofophy, and other liberal Arts. 

The ftatutes for the government of this Society 
, ordain, that the Fellows ihould be elected out of the 
Scholars, who, are to be chofen from the counties or 
diocefes following, viz. two Sutrey, three Hainp* 
ihire, one Durham, two Bath and Wells, two Exeter, 
two county of Lincoln, two Gloucefteribire, one 
Wiltibire, or (in defcA of a Candidate) the diocefe 
of Sanim, one county of Bedford, two county of 
£ent^ one county of Oxford, one Lancashire* 

Among the Bene&dors was Hugh Oldham, Chap* 
Un to Margaret Countefs of Richmond, and after- 
wards Bifhop of Exeter^ who gave feveral eftatf s for 
.the endowment of it. 

V William Froft, Steward to the Founder; Jdin 
.Claymond, the firft Prefident of this College ; and 
Kobert Morwent, fecond Prefident, gave to the Col- 
kge^everal pprtions of lands. 

The prefent members of this Society are, a Prefi- 
-dent, twenty Fellows, two Chaplains, twenty Scho- 
lars, four Exhibitioners, and fix Gentlemen Com* 
moners.

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MERTON CO.LLEGE, 

ERTON College is fituated eaft of Corpus- 
^ _ Xhrifti, from which it is feparated by a fmall 
crove oi' elmsy and confifts of three courts; The 
largcft, or inner court, is no feet long, and lOO 
broad, and was erefted in 1610, from whofe apart- 
ments on the fouth there is a pleafant profpedl over 
the Meadows. The Tecrace in the Gardens,^ form- 
' ed on the City Wa.ll, is no leis well fituated for a 
profpeft. The Gardens, by their pleafing variety^ 
are generally much reforted to in fummer» 

1 he Chapel, at the weft end of the firft court, is 

likewife. the Parifh Church of St, John Baptift * de 

Merton. It is one of the largeft and beft propor- 

♦ tioned Gothic ftruftures in the Univerfity, 100 feet 

in length and 30 in breadth, and has a very capacious 

.^ '^ower and Ante-chapel. But large as it is at prefent, 
It has been thought from its whole appearance, and 
irom the form and manner of the arches clofed up in 
the wall of the weft end, on each hand of the great 
window, to have been built with a view to a farther 
addition of a nave and fide-aides, the prefent building 
being no more than the choir and crofs-aifle. Such 
a defign was more eafy to be imagined than executed^ 
and, after all, moft likely reached no farther thai) "^c 
carrying on the building,, as &r as, it went, in the 

^ cathedral manner. 

In the Chapel are the monuments of Sir Thomas 
Bodley, Sir Henry Saville, Bifhop Earle, and fome 
others. In the Ante-chapei, by the north door, is 
that of Mr. Anthony, Wood, the famous Antiquary. 
And near the entrance into the Chapel is a very neat, 
X though fmall one,, for the late Warden,, Dr. Wyntle. 
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In the Hall, to which we afcend by a flight of 
fteps, is a well-imagiaed Pifturc, by the late 'Dr> 
Wall, reprefenting 3ie Expulfloh ^f idle Monks to 
make room for the liberal education of youth> defigRr 
ed by the Founder. 

The Library is in the fiiiaH old quadrangle) fbuth 
of the Chapel, and is well furniflicd with ancient, and 
modern books, and fome manuibrtpts. 

This Society, confifting of a Warden and about 
the fame number of Scholar^ or Fellows as at 
prefent, was firft placed afMaldon in SinTey(but 
with a provifion for the ,abode and relxdence of 
the chief part of tHefti here -in Oxfoird) anno 1^64^ 
the 48th year of Kitig Hdnty the Third, 1^ 
Walter de Merton, fometime Lord Chancellor of 
England. The inftrument of endowment, with At 
fiatutes under the broad feal, Ae Founder's, the 
Bifhop of the Diocefe*s, and that of his Chapter, 
are at Ais time in the GotJege Treafuiy, and deemeo 
to be the firft charter of Ae kind In Europe. Thfc 
flatuteswere finally eftaUiAed under Ae broad Teal 
and his own, anno 1274, Aefecond of the reign of 
King Edward Ae Firft. 

Such was the original of A'rs ancient Society, by 
Aefc charters, iibove five hundred years fmce, incor- 
porated, and endowed with almoft afl the lands they 
at this time poffefs, and provided with the facme 
ftatutes by which, wiAout any alteration or additilt^;; 
ftey are now governed. ' 

Thcfe, by the recourfe had to them, were of much 
nie to the after-foundations, both here and in Cam* 
bridge. And with fo much prudence waS Ais College 
founded, that King Edward the Firft recdmmfended 
k to Hugh de Balfem, Bifli6p of Ely, as a modd 
for bis intended munificfeftce ^in Cambridge, accdrd- 
iag to which Petei:^IfeUfe> tht firft<:cllege, was after- 
f, I wards 
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frarrfs ere&ei m that Univ^fity^ And farther, it i» 
feid of the Founder of Merton CoHege, tfhat though 
in reality he was the Founder of only one, by example 
"he was the Founder ^ attother colleges. 

The Pqft-nr>afters in this houfe are of a diftinA 
and dtfi^r-ehe foundation, which took place about an 
hundred years after the other. The number, and 
their revenues, have been (incc increafed by feveral 
benefedors. 

. Beiides the Poft*mafters, there are noMr four other 
Scholftrs of the foundation of Mr» Henry Jackfon, 
late of this College, which commenced in 1753. 
' In the efeftion of a Warden, the Fellows clioofe 
ibree perfons whom they prefent to their Vifitor, the 
' Archbiflx>p of Canterbury, who appoints one of 
them. 

The prefent members are, a Warden, twenty-four 
Fellows, fourteen Poft-maftcrs, Mr. Jackfon's four 
Scholars^ two Chaplains, and two Clerjcs : the whole 
number of Students of all forts bang about 1 20.

THIS Church and College merits the particufar 
obfervation of ftraligers. It confiils of four 
courts or fquares, viz.— i . The great Quadrangle j 
2p Peckwater Square j 3. Canterbury Court ; 4. The 
Chaplain's Court, and fome other Buildings. 

The ftately weft front of the great Quadrangle i^ 
a magnificent Gothic building, 382 feet in lengthy 
terminated at each end with two correfponding Tur- 
rets. The great Gate is in the middleof this front,, 
and over it a beautiful- Tower enriched with CSothic 
ornaments, defigned by Sir Chriftopher Wren, i 
4 D 4, ere<5bi

erefied by Dr. Fell, and perfe£Uy c^nre^rtding to tKe 
tafte of the reft of the buildings* In this Tower hangs 
the great Bell called Tonty on the found of which the 
Scholars of the Univerfity are to retire to their re- 
fpeftive colleges. The greatnefs of the proportions 
in the frontj and the magnificence of the whole, raife 
the admiration of ev.ery ipedlator, and help him to 
form an idea of tlie great mind of Cardinal Wolsey. 
In this Quadrangle are the Statues of Queen Anne, 
Cardinal Wolfcy and Bifliop Fell ; that of the Car* 
dinal, in the fouth-eaft corner, is juitiy admired as 
an excellent piece of workmanfliip. 

The great Quadrangle is 264 by 261 feet in the 
dear. The Hall takes up more than half the fouth, 
fidci we afcend to it by a fpadous and ftately ftair- 
cafe of ftone, covered by a beautiful roof, and fup- 
ported by a fmall iingle pillaf of fine proportion. 
This building is confiderably elevated>and the. whole 
^iOied with a baluftrade of ftone. The fouth, eaft, 
and .part of the weft fides, with the magnificent 
Kitchen to tlie fouth of the Hall, were erefled by the 
Cardiiial. The eaft and north fides of this Quadran- 
gle are taken up with the Dean's and four of the 
Canons Lodgings. 

in the year J 638, the north fide of the grand Qua- 
drangle was begun. On.the Reftoration, this part 
of the building was refumed, by the diredtibn and 
^icouragement qf Dr. Felly then Dean of the Col- 
lege j and finiflied anno 1665, when the fpacious 
Terrace-walk was made, with the Bafon, Fountain, 
»nd.Statue of Mercury in the centre. 
. The Hall is by far the moft magnificent Room of 
the kind in Ojfford, and perhaps one of the largeft in 
tlie kingdom. The roof is framed of timber, curi- 
cufly wrought, and fo contiived as to produce a very 
grand and noble, effeft. There arc near 300 com- 
i partmenta^ 
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partmeiits In the cornice,, which are embellifhed with 
as many co^ts of. arms carved and blazoned in their 
proper colours. * 

At the upper jnd of the Hall there is an afcent o£ 
three fteps which run through the whole breadth ^ 
near which is a beautiful Gothic window in a recefs^ 
which demands the attention of the curious. . 

This^ fuperb Room is beautified^, and improved^ bjr 

completing and painting the wainfcot and roof, and 

the addition of a great number of Portraits of emi- 

y Hent. perfons, who were educated at the College,

The fecond ftory, and the attic above 
It, arc contained in the height of the Ionic order, which 
refts upon the ruftic. Over the five ifsiddle windows 
in eachrfide is a beautiful pediment, which ^roje£b, 
Tupported by three-quarter columns of the fame ordei^ 
a» the entablature and baluftrade of the other parts 
are by pilafters.— 'On the fourth fide of this court is 
a munificent Library, 141 feet long, built in the „ 
Corinthian order, the pillars of which ^re four feet 
Sii diameter. Underneath was intended a piazza 
opening to the fquare,;with fevcn arches, and an af- 
cent of threc^fteps running the whole length of the 
buildihg. This defign has been fince altered, forthe 
more cbnvenient receptioaof the great coUedion of 
hooks belonging to* the college. The wainfcotting,* 
book- cafes, and ftuccb-work, as weH on the ftair- 
cafe as in the rooms of the Library, are rcry highly-

{ear 15329 at the inftance qf Lord Cromwell^ th$ 
king new modelled the fbundatipn^, and gave At the 
name of King Henry the EightbU dlUge. This was

Cathednd,, by the name of Chrift Church*

The Doric pilailers of m«rble» with the 
completecolunons of the (ame» which fupport « rich en* 
tabUture, the window fraaies, the forrounding bafe- 
inent of black marble, and the ftuccoed compartments 
of the vaulted ceiling, are iu the highefl tafte both of 
defign and finifhing. It was originally intended as a 
gallery^ for paintings;. but the late Duke adding utility 
to elegance, farniihed it with a noble colle6lion of bobks^ 
made by Lord Sunderland, bis Graced father. Their 
-Qumber amounts to more than 24,000 volnnies, which 
renders it the principal private colledlion in England.

THE GARDENS 

Include a. -great variety of ground. The de(cent on the 
fouch-weH fide; the extent and beauty of the water; 
the grandeur of the oppofite bank, the cafcade, the new 

bridge 
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bridge and lower piece of water, form an aficmUage 
of great and beautiful objeds in no other place to be 
met with. 

. The ground on the fouth-eaft is a happy contrail to 
the fouth-weil fide : the Gardens here feem to lofe them- 
felves in the Park, amidfl a profuiion of venerable oaks 
and interfered avenues, from whence they derive an'' 
air of moft indeterminate extent, which is ycry pleafing. 
La(tly» the beautiful plain in die front of the Houfe, 
and the pidurefque ei&dt of the Village riling out of 
. the Wood below, call for our attention. 
^ Thefe. Gardens have been confiderabiy enlarged, and 

thrown into .the form they now wear, by the prefent 
Duke, who has likewife farther beautified them by the 
addition of fome judicious and well-placed ornaments ; 
particularly the Temple of Diana, and an elegant little 
temple in what is called the Flower Gatden : To which 
we may add two noble Bronzes, and fotne copies of An* 
tique Vafes, in flone. 

p. THEPARK 

Is eleven miles in circumference, and contains many 
delightful fcenes. The lover of rural variety will be 
entirtained here with every circumftance of beauty 
which he can expe^ from diverlified nature ; from hill 
and valley, wa/er, and woods. 

The pleafure-grounds have lately ;;eceived a conii* 
derable improvement and enlargement, by throwing « 
neat Chinele bridge over -the lake, near the cafcade; 
and incl.ojling and laying down, in the mofk elegant 
^ ilyle, a pretty large trad of the oppofite hill. In this 
delightful fpot feveral grottos are fo naturally intro- 
duced, that art fcarcely appears. Buk> the moft capital 
objeft is a magnificent fountain, a prefent to John Duke 
of Marlborough; which, after lying negle£ted for many 
years, has been recently ere6^ed in the vale, near the 
eaflern limits of the new improvements. Ononeiide oFthis

At a finall diHaace from this noble piegs of fcuTp»- 
fars 15 a^ mindi^ fpring, commonly called Newifownd 
'Well; which r flowing into. a beautiful antique bafon^^ 
esteroally adornedi. with nnmeroas figures in bailb,^^ 
liivo, is from thence difcharged by the mouths- of two 
Hons near the top, and immediately difi^peanng, foon 
enters the lake. 

About the middle of) tkef grand- approach is a mag* 
nHicent Bridge, chiefly confining of li^ree arches^ the 
centfe one of which is larger than the Rialto at Venice: 
the water is formed into jsl fpacioiYS lake, which covers 
thewhole extent of a capacious valley, furroanded by 
an artificikl declivity of a prodigious depth, and is in- 
difpatably, both. with regard to u-s ^accompaniments and 
extent^ the moffc capital piece of Water in this kingdom. 
• In this Park originally flood a Royal Pakce, where 
King Etheldred callecj a Parliament. Henry I. indofed 
the Park with a wall, part of which is now remaining. 
His fucceiTor Henry II. principally refided at this fear; 
'•#nd eredled in the Park a houfe encompafTed with a La- 
byrinth of extraordinary contrivance, fbr the habitation 
of his concubine Pair Rofamond. This romantic re- 
treat, commonly dyhd Fair Rofam^nis Bmotr^ was (itu- 
■i a ted 
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mti on the 1m]], to the north nwll of the Bridge, abov^ 
a reTD9rkable bath; or fpring^, called at prefent Roia- 
mond'sWcll. 

in this Palace Edmandy t]fe iecond Ton of Edward 
I. was bora, and thence denotniRatfld Edmund of Wood- 
flock ; as was Edward the BUck J^rince. The Princefs 
Elizabeth, afterwards Qneen, was kept a priibner here, 
under the perfecutions of Queen ]Vfary« 

This Palace retained its origmal fplendoar^ and was 
iahabited by our «king8| till the reign of Charles 1, boe 
began to be demolifhed in the faccceding times of confu- 
fion. Its magnificent rains were remnining within the 
memoiy of man, near the bridge, to the north, on the 
fpot where two Sycamores hate been fince planted as a 
jnemorial. 

The Park and Manor of . WoodHock,, with other 
appurtenances, were granted with conct|rrence of Parlia- 
jnent, by Queen Anne, rn the fourth year of Her t^ign, 
to John Duke of ^/larl borough, and his heirs, in recom^ 
xfenrce of the many iliuftrious vi^ories obtained under 
his command againfl the French and Bavarian armies^; 
particularly at Blenheim. 

The grant of the Crown, and 4he fervices of the 
Duke, are fully fpecified on the pedeftal of a (lately 
Column^, 130 feet in height;* on the top of which is 
a Statue of the Duke, fitnated in a grand avenue. On 
one fide is the following Infcription, fuppofed to be 
written by the late Lord Bolingbroke.

DITCHLEY is. a modern fabric, lofty, and cle- 
gintly built, -fituated on an hill, which com- 
mands much of the country, having Blenheim, Oxford, 
iLfid the hills beyond it in full view. Over the front of 
tho li<y0k are two grand ftatues. Loyalty and Fame, 

with 
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with their proper embfems. The ofEcet* which form 
two beautiful wings, have a communication with the 
principal building i}y circular colonnades. In the houfe 
are many valuable and maflerly portraits by Rubea»» 
Vandyck, Sir Peter Leiy, Joknfon, and Wotton. 

THE HALL. 

This room is finely proportioned and elegantly de- 
corated. Its fides and roof are ornamented with ftuccp, 
. which is at once bold and delicate. Its door-cafes, 
pediments, entablatures, and columns of the Corinthian 
^ and Cofnpofite orders, are all richly ornamented with 

gildings, &c. The Ceiling contains an AfTcmbly of the 
Gods, painted by Kent. Two of the compartments 
are filled with hiftorical pieces from the iEneid, by the 
fame hand ; one of which rtprefents 'i^neas meeting 
Venus, his mother, in the woo^ near Carthage; and 
the other, Venus prcfenting &xitz% with the new Ar- 
mour. The Sciences «re introduced as ornaments, with 
bulls of Philofophcrs, Poets, Hiilorians, and Orator?, 
^ viz. Socrates, Virgil, Homer, Cicero, Sappho, Shake- 

^ ^eare, Dryden, Milton, and Livy. Over the ftatucs 

are bas-reliefs, copied from antiques out of the Floren- 
tine Mufeum, properly difpofed ; and a llatue of the 
Venus de Medicis. Here is alfo a curious model of the 
KadcHvian Library at Oxford.

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THE EARL OF SHREWSBURY, 

IS fitoated reventeen miles north of Oxford, and about 
four and 'an half from the Seat of the Earl of Litch* 
£eld. It ftands on an eminence, and has every delight 
that can refult from a diverfity of wood, water, emi- 
nences, and vales. 

An avenue of above two miles, planted on each fide 
with foreft trees, interfperfed with clumps of fir, leads 
from the north to the grand area before the houfe, a9d, 
by its length and variety, forms an exceeding magnificent 
approach. The Archite^ of this hoofe, though fo modern 
a building, is not known. 

The houfe is a regular edifice, confiding of fonr 
fronts, built in a moft elegant fiyle of archite^fire, and 
is joined to the ofiices by open arcades. We enter the 
hoafc by a fiight of fteps under a great portico, fop- 
ported by four lofty Corinthian columns. 

THEHALL 

fs a well-proportioned room, thirty-two feet by t^en*- 
ty-feven feet nine It Is finifhed in plain ftiicco, and 
adorned with Vafes and Lamps upon highly 'feniihetl 
Brackets.

The Ornatnreirts of this room are mafterfy: tfiejr 
confift chierfly of the moft elegant and highly finffhcd 
ftucco, by the late and prefcnt Mr. Roberts of Oxford ; 
the defigns of which are admirably adapted to the par- 
pofes of the place. 

On the north fide are fcven ReceiTes, one of which is 
the entrance from the Hall, and the ether fix are filled 
with elegant Book-cafes, over which are curious Me» 
dallions of Cicero, Plato, Thacydidcs, Homer, Shake* 
fpeare, and Inigo Jones. In this fide are alfo two fiiperb 
Chimney-pieces, by Carter, compofed of rich antiqtte 
marble. The entrances at each end are formed to cor* 
refpond with the other ReceiTes; the Asmicircular 
Arches over which, as well as that leading from the 
Hall, are ornamented in flucco with Fabler from j£fop, 
admirably executed; with a Medallion of the fame 
kind over each Chimney. The fouch fide, which fronts 
the Garden, confifts of eight magnificent windows, with 
a pair of folding Qlafs Doors, which open to the Ter* 
race, and afford a moft delightful and extenfive profpcft. 

The Ceiling, which is entirely plain, is fupported by 
columns of the Corinthian order; and is encompaiTed 
by an exceeding rich Ionic Entablature. This r6ont 
is likewife enriched by pendent Ornaments, in alto re« 
lievo, of Still Life, Military, Mufical, and Mathema« 
lical Inftruments; with a judicious mixture of Fruit 
and Flowers.

The Chimney-piece h extremely fuperb, compofcd 
of rich Egyptian mfl(rb]e^ executed by Carter. The 
Cornice is fttpported by highly carved and polilhcd Fi-i 
gures of Ceres and Flora, about five feet high : the 
Drapery of thefe jFigurcs, one in the ancient, the other 
in the modern %le, as well as their Attitudes, are pe« 
culiarly ilriking and expreflive.

The Environs, or Gardens, are well laid out. A va- 
riety of beautiful fcenes ftrike the fpeftator in a moft 
agreeable fucceilion.

To the 
fouth-weft, lofty trees afford a moft refrefhing (hade, in- 
^ terfperfed with openings. edged with flowers. EaUward, a 

fmall dream is improved into a winding river, broke by 
cafcades, whofe banks are adorned with a curious fancy- 
building called 

THE MOSS. HOUSE. 

This edifice is covered with reeds, and conflni£[ed 
of ruftic oak ; the iniide is lined with mofs of various 
i colours, and the floor paved in Mofaic work, with 

korfe^s teeth |)oli&ed. Upon entering this building, we 
have a itriking view of two Cafcades, which afford an 
agreeable furprife. 

This piece of water is croffed by a ftone bridge, 
under which is an engine that fupplies the houfe with 
water ; and ^bove it, at the diflance of about four hun- 
^ dred paces, is the jnoft natural, if not the moll ffri king 
of the Cafcades found here. It is built with petrifac- 
tions^ and odier curious ffones ; and on the top Is a 
^ Terrace, plj^tited with flowering fhrubs. 

From this bridge, in another diredion through a 
grove, we afcend to a beautiful ferpentine walk, alf9 
planted with flowering (hrubs on each fide, which ter* 
minates in an edagon Bowling-Green, where we com* 
mxnd feveral cxtenfrve^ differenti mi iaoft delightful 
' profpcds.

The Grotto (lands ac the Head of the Serpentine 
River,- and on each fide a Pavilion, the one ornamented 
with Shells, the other with Pi^bbles and Filhts. bioke 
to pieces. The Grotto is furnifhed with a great number 
of Looking-glafles both on the Walls and Ceilings aU 
in Frames ot Plaiiler-work, fee with Shells and Flintt- 
— A marble Statue of Venus on a Pedeital fluck 
with the fame. 

The Temple op Concord and Victory, is a 
large beautiful Building in the antique tafle, decorated 
with 28 fluted Columns of the Ionic order, and one 
of the principal Ornaments in the Garden.-— It has fix 
Statues on the top, as large as Life, and the front Pedi- 
ment is adorned with a Pi^ie of Alt-relief, by Mr. 
Scheemaker, reprefenting the Four Quarters of the 
World bringing their varioui^ ^' Mu^s to Britannia. 
—In the Frize of the Porticd is llii" Tnfcription : 

Corcordiae et Vifl'orise. To Concord and Viftbry. 
In the Ante-Temple there are two Medallioifis defcribing

From this Portico is feen, in a diagonal line. 

An Obelisk in the ^Park, above an hundred feet

This Obelifk ftands upon a Hill in the approach from 
Northamptonftiire, which is very magnifiCe^t : At the

minated by the Temple of Concord and Viftory.-*^ ^ 
In the other diagonal Line from the Temple, Jftands a 
lofty fluted Column, ere^ed to the Memory of the late 
Lord Yifcount Cobham.

The Ladies Temple, is built upon Groin Arches, 
with Venetian Windows, and two Niches in eich Front»^ 
decorated with Vafes ; a great flight of Steps leads up 
to a Corinthian Portico, and from thence to a Room, 
fupported by Scaiola Columns, the Walls of which are 
adorned with the following Paintings, by Mr. Sclater. * . 

On one fide are Ladies employing themfelves ia 
Needle and Shell-work— On the opposite &d^ 
are Ladies diverting themfelves with Painting and 
Mufic— The Soffitc, or Ceiling, from the Temple of the 
Sun and Moon at Rome.. 

The Gothic Temple, is a large Building of yellow 
Stone, 70 feet high, upon a riflng ground, adorned in 
the Gothic way, with carved work and painted glaf^. 
The difpofition within is very beautiful : we enter a 
circular Room, the Dome of which is ornamented with 
the Defcents of the Temple Family. On the fecond 
ftory is a Gallery : The Tower affords a very extenfive . 
View round the Country. 

In a Recefs, near this Temple, are placed fome very 
good Statues, by Ryfbrack, of the feven Saxon Deities, 
who gave Names to the Days pf the Week.— The 
Houfe and the Portico of the Temple of Concord and 
Vidory have a beautiful effe^l from the Temple. . 
- The Palladi an Bridge; the Roof of which is 
'fupported by Ionic Pillars. 

From hence we pafs into the great Terrace- Walk, 
which is 3000 feet long. 

The Temple of Feiendship, is a large Stradiuae 
of the Tufcan order : on the Outfide is this Motto : 
AmiciiiaeS. Sacred to Friendihip, 
MDCCXXXIX. 

The Infide is furnifhed with Bufts of the late Vif- 
count Cobham and his Friends, viz. Frederick Prince 
•f Wales ; the Earls of Chcjfterfield, Weftmorland, and 
Marchmont; the Lords Cobham, Gower, and Bath urfl; 

Richard 
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Richawl Grenville, late Earl Temple; William Pitt,
